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Editorial 





PROPAGATION 


Just after the war there was a 
tendency to shelve discussion of 
propagating methods at trade gath- 
erings lest the problem of overpro- 
duction be brought again to the fore. 
But the home building boom has 
prevented that, and for several years 
there has been a scarcity of large 
sizes of stock because the supply was 
sold readily in the smaller grades. 

Now the interest in improved 
propagation methods is fostered not 
alone by the desire to increase pro- 
duction, but also by the incentive to 
reduce costs by better stands and 
quicker results. Also important is the 
wish to provide the public with 
plants that hitherto have been scarce 
because of the difficulty of nursery 
reproduction. All three motives will 
stimulate research work and nursery- 
men’s ingenuity for some time to 
come. With the continued high rate 
of home building and the present 
keen interest in gardening, the 
bugaboo of overproduction is for- 
gotten. 


THE SELLING JOB 

The retail nurseryman who grows 
his own stock is likely to under- 
estimate its cost. He visualizes only 
the seeds, cuttings or liners from 
which grew his trees and shrubs, 
without sufficiently reckoning the 
cost of the land, labor and overhead 
which enabled the little shoots to 
attain their large salable size. 

The retailer who buys his stock 
makes no such error. His wholesalers’ 
invoices, in black and white, are 
constant reminders of the cost of his 
merchandise. He is less ready to give 
away, burn or cut the price on stock 
that to him represents so many hard 
dollars. 

Perhaps that is the reason the gar- 
den centers and other strictly retail 
establishments have in recent years 
taught the rest of the trade how to 
do a better selling job. For 25 years 
there has been talk of better mer- 
chandising of nursery stock, but the 
theoretical principles discussed in 
earlier decades have of late given 
way to practical demonstrations, 





largely, one may believe, of this dif- 
ference in point of view. 

When a canned rose or a balled 
evergreen or even a bare-root privet 
bush represents so much of the mer- 
chant’s money, he takes care of it 
while it is on the premises and seeks 
to move it off as quickly as possible, 
to turn it again into cash. That as- 
piration stimulates the retailer's en- 
ergies toward better advertising, bet- 
ter display of merchandise, quicker 
service to customers and improve- 
ment of all the other steps in expedit- 
ing the sale of nursery stock. 

Hence retailers in this field, even 
if they do not conduct or plan to 
open a garden center, will find it 
profitable to study the current series 
of articles on operating a garden 
center. The ideas that aid better 


selling in many cases will be applica- 
ble to other phases of the nursery 
business. 


TREE APPRAISAL 

In former years the descriptive 
term “wooded lot” used to appear 
in real estate for sale advertisements 
as the designation of a superior piece 
of property. Since it is less seen now, 
one may assume that there are fewer 
wooded tracts available or that the 
public has learned that one or two 
handsome specimens from a nursery 
are often to be preferred to several 
times as many less shapely and less 
healthy trees of native growth. 

Nevertheless, there are still nu- 
merous lots on which the building 
contractor or the owner cuts down 
one or more trees to make room for 
the house to be erected, when an 
arborist or nurseryman might have 
advised a location of the building to 
save the trees or else the removal of 
less valuable trees and the retention 
of those cut down. 

While some recent efforts have 
been made to teach the public that 
advice should be sought from a land- 
scape architect or nurseryman before 
the building contractor or even the 
architect has been consulted, appar- 
ently little headway has been made 
in this direction. That should be em- 
phasized generally, but in the case of 
wooded lots it is more important, 
even to the point of adding the ar- 
borist’s services to appraise the trees 
on the property, in order to deter- 
mine their relative value in species, 
in age, in appearance and in health. 
Few persons have any notion of 
what a good tree is worth until they 
seek to replace one and obtain a quo- 
tation from a nurseryman or tree 
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mover. Then they especially regret 
the unwise removal of mature speci- 
mens that are almost irreplaceable 


LET EMPLOYEES LEARN 

One of the strongest reasons for 
the public’s patronage of the retail 
nursery, rather than the department 
or hardware store, has been the pro- 
fessional advice and information ob- 
tainable. From constant association 
and long experience with plants, the 
nurseryman has been able to give 
customers valuable garden guidance 

and they appreciate it highly. 

The advent of garden centers and 
the large expansion of the trade’s 
retail operations generally have 
necessitated the employment of 
salespeople and others who are un- 
familiar with plants and nursery or 
garden operations. The more they 
can learn about the merchandise 
they handle, the more they will re- 
lieve the boss of the necessity of 
answering customers’ queries and the 
higher will be the public regard for 
your establishment. 

In addition to the training you 
give new employees, provide them 
with the means of learning more 
about plants and gardening. Bulle- 
tins from the state experiment sta- 
tion, garden magazines, nursery cata- 
logs, books and similar printed mat- 
ter will help them greatly. A library 
of such material, to be perused by 
the employees during their lunch 
hour or other leisure time, or to be 
taken home for study, will prove an 
excellent investment. 


GARDEN SHOWS 


Soon will begin the spring succes- 
sion of garden shows, flower shows 
and home shows in a number of 
metropolitan centers. Not only do 
these events provide opportunities 
for nurserymen to display the qual- 
ity of their merchandise and_ the 
character of their service, but they 
also are, in general, stimulants to 
spring buying in this field. They stir 
the public’s interest in home garden- 
ing and, through the various exhib- 
its, furnish special planting and 
garden features. For these reasons 
nurserymen should lend their sup- 
port to these events and do what 
they can to promote the public's 
attendance.

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Illinois Group Opens 3-Day Confab 


‘Plant Illinois”? Program and Fair Trade Practices Discussed 


The “Plant Illinois” program and 
consideration of the industry’s fair 
trade practice rules shared members’ 
attention at the convention of the 
Illinois State Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion at Chicago January 16 to 18. 
Registrations for the convention 
were heavy, early indications being 
that the figure would exceed 600. 
Stimulating speakers proved big at- 
tractions at several of the gatherings. 

All the officers serving in 1955 
were re-elected unanimously for an- 
other vear at the annual business 
meetings as follows: President, John 
Tures, Des Plaines; vice-president, 
Elmer Spencer, Springfield; treasur- 
er, Victor E. de St. Aubin, Sr., Addi- 
son, and secretary, Miles W. Bryant, 
Princeton. Named to serve another 
2-year term as directors, for 1956-58, 
were Elmer Spencer, and Roget 
Leesley, Libertyville. 


Opening Session 


About 200 persons gathered in the 
Illinois room of the LaSalle hotel 
January 16 for luncheon and the op- 
ening session of the convention. In 
the president’s address, John Tures, 
Des Plaines, commented on what a 
good year 1955 had been and pre- 
dicted that 1956 would be another 
year of high income, high employ- 
ment and continued confidence in 
the nation’s economy. 


For the past 10 years most indus- 
tries have been expanding, and they 
do not plan to coast along now; so 
they are spending more and more 
money on sales promotion. They 
realize that competition for the con- 
sumer dollar is becoming increasingly 
keen. Nurserymen should not forget 
that every sale another industry 
makes is a sale the nursery industry 
does not make. “Why is it,” asked 
Mr. Tures, “that a nurseryman will 
spend his day using advertised prod- 
ucts, eating advertised foods and 
wearing advertised clothes and then 
turn down the idea of advertising his 
own products on the grounds that it 
does not pay?” 

Mr. Tures recognized the “Plant 
America” program as a big step in 
the promotion of the nursery busi- 
ness nationally and noted that the 
“Plant Illinois” program had been 
initiated the past year. It is in the 
individual nurseryman’s locality 
where business is, he said, so it is up 
to the individual members of the 
association “to join the do-it-yourself 


movement” and make the “Plant 
Illinois” program his own project. 


Need for Real Salesmen 


A lifelong expert salesman and an 
eloquent speaker, Ralph W. Carney, 
of the Coleman Co., Wichita, Kan.., 
lived up to his publicity as a top 
showman in selling and held his au- 
dience attentive to an inspiring ad- 
dress entitled “The Man Who Sells.” 

No matter how a 
propagates his plants, no matter how 
he cares for them or what he does 
to them, there comes the time when 
he has to sell them. If he does not, 
all that he has done to them is just 
an economic waste. Neither the nurs- 
eryman nor any businessman can 
remain in business if he depends on 
voluntary demand to move his prod- 
uct. It is what he sells beyond the 
customer’s original wants that really 
counts. 

Mr. Carney remarked that he had 
been in about 20 foreign countries 
in the past 18 months and that most 
of them far surpass the United States 
when it comes to beautifying their 
cities with parks and municipal gar- 
dens and highways with plantings. 
That is a big market for the nursery- 
men and one for which they still 
have to do a much bigger sales job. 

Well informed, trained, dedicated 
salesmen are desparately needed to- 
day in all industries. In the lists of

vocations selected by students, selling 
is nearly always at the bottom, if it 
appears at all. But when students 
finish their schooling, over half of 
them will take a job of selling of 
some kind, though they have studied 
for some other occupation or profes- 
sion. Few persons realize it, said the 
speaker, but selling is the highest 
paid single occupation in the world 
outside of the movie industry. 

Real selling is almost a lost art. 
The old-timers have forgotten, and 
the youngsters never knew how. 
Over 85 per cent of today’s retail 
sales personnel were not at their jobs 
in 1941; they were in kindergarten or 
grammar school, and 70 per cent of 
the wholesale salesmen were in high 
school or college. None of them have 
had a single day’s experience in a 
tough, competitive market. They 
have known only prewar, wartime 
and postwar shortages. The retail 
salesman has sold only in terms of 
placating customers’ begging, and 
the wholesale salesmen in terms of 
allocation. 

Competition Is Outside Trade 

But today there are fewer free 
dollars floating around between in- 
come and basic living costs. If the 
average person buys a refrigerator, 
that means he cannot afford a wash- 
ing machine, and if he buys a wash- 
ing machine, that means he cannot 
buy a landscape planting. But he 
can buy something; he can buy the 
thing that he is made to desire most. 
So it is time to stop accusing each 
other in the same line of business; it 
is the other industries which are the 
competitors. 

It rests with those who do the sell- 
ing to see that products reach the 
consumer, and quickly. If a product 
is not sold, all the people connected 
with it, back down the line to the 
initial producer, are affected. At first 
that causes uncertainty, so the busi- 
nessman does not do the things that 
would provide more employment, 
such as putting in that new store 
front; he says he will wait and see. 
When such a feeling becomes con- 
tagious, there are apprehension, next 
fear and then panic. And that brings 
depression. A 10 per cent slowdown 
means depression, and then that 
deadly thing unemployment starts. 

The irony, though, is that this 
nation can stand some unemploy- 
ment, said Mr. Carney, provided it

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N. L. N. A. Conference Compiles 
List of 10 Favorite Trees 


The 10 favorite shade and flower- 
ing for landscape planting 
were selected by vote of members of 
the National Landscape Nursery- 
men’s Association at their annual 
midwinter meeting, January 15, at 
the Hotel LaSalle, Chicago. First, 
each member of a panel composed

of Powers Taylor, Rosedale Nurs- 
eries, Eastview, N. Y.; Harold J. 
Parnham, Robinson & Parnham, 


Inc., Des Moines, Ia., and Richard 
Theidel, Hinsdale Nurseries, Inc., 
Hinsdale, IIl., was called upon to 
present his list of the 10 favorite 
trees in the two categories. Jack 
Siebenthaler, the Siebenthaler Co.., 
Dayton, O., program chairman, ex- 
plained that these three men had 
been asked to present their choices 
since it was thought that most of the 
members in attendance were from 
the areas represented by these three 
persons. 


Walter Burwell, Burwell Nurs- 
eries, Inc., Columbus, O., panel 
moderator, commented that each 


group of plantsmen considers differ- 
ent qualities in trees when selecting 
its favorites: the wholesaler would 
include easy-to-grow varieties, while 
the landscape man would insist on 
easy-to-transplant trees and varieties 
popular with the public. The land- 
scape architect would pay more 
attention to the foliage, color or 
habits of growth. 
Popularity Ballot 

After recording the lists of the 
panel members, Mr. Burwell request- 
ed any additions from the audience, 
and then the landscape nurserymen 
were asked to list their 10 preferences 
in each category on a ballot. A tabu- 
lation of the votes cast was an- 
nounced that evening, with the list 
of the most popular shade trees re- 
sulting as follows: Pin oak, sugar 
maple, sweet gum, Norway maple, 
thornless honey locust, soft maple, 
red maple, American sycamore, Eu- 
ropean white birch and American 
elm. 

The 10 top flowering trees were 
announced as follows: Flowering 
crabs, redbud, Magnolia Soulange- 
ana, Washington hawthorn, white 
dogwood, flowering cherry, flowering 
plum, tree lilacs, shadbush and 
mountain ash. 

A feature speaker of the afternoon 
session was Dr. Joseph Howland, 
technical editor and director of spe- 
cial projects, House Beautiful maga- 


zine. He stated that many garden 
centers are inefficient operations 
with dangerous layouts. Whether the 
nurseryman likes it or not, he will 
be doing more and more night sell- 
ing, which means he will have to im- 
prove his night lighting. Also more 
children will be accompanying their 
parents to garden centers in the fu- 
ture, more attention should be 
given to recreation areas. 


sO 


The nurseryman is selling design, 
said Dr. Howland, so it is essential 
that he use it to the best advantage 
in his own operation. Parking areas 
are still bad in garden centers, he 
commented, and he warned nursery- 
men to keep foot traffic away from 
the back of cars in their parking 
areas. 

The nurseryman can supply ad- 
vice, courage and hope to the home- 
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owner, he affirmed. Giving advice js 
costly, so he suggested that the nurs. 
eryman display examples to be his 
silent salesmen. It necessary to 
show people how to overscale. fo, 
they are thinking of smaller plants 
for their outside plantings. Demon. 
strate this fact in your own garden 
center, advised Dr. Howland, and 
use your nursery to illustrate the use 
of all the different plants you have 
for sale. Elevate some of the plants, 
show examples of pavings, demon. 
strate container growing and show 
what can be done with terrace fur. 
niture, was further advice.

Promote the idea of eating out. 
doors, he said, and people will want 
better gardens. When installing play 
areas in the garden center, build 
them so they will offer ideas to cus- 
tomers for play areas in their own 
back yards. Nurserymen designing 
a garden were cautioned to include 
a service entrance through which a 
truck can be driven. 

Touching on container selling, the 
speaker urged nurserymen to sell

A new project proposed for this 
year is a test of the shipping-growing 
factors of stock purchased by a 
shopper from various members of the 
mail order group. 


FTC Proposed Rules Discussed 


The opening comments on the fair 
trade practice rules were made by 
Dr. Richard P. White, executive 
vice-president of the A. A. N., who 
stated conditions had crystallized 
last December with the issuance of 
proposed rules by the government. 
He told how, subsequently, James 
Horton, former chief of the business 
consultation division of the FTC, 


had been employed by the associa- 
tion to advise on rules where there 
were differences of opinion between 
the nurserymen and the government. 

Among the rules on which points 
of difference have developed is that 
concerning substitutions. The rules 
said the nurserymen should obtain 
prior consent of the purchaser before 
substituting, a requirement that can 
cause trouble when the order is re- 
ceived late in the season. It has been 
felt by the nurserymen that provid-

North Abington, Mass., who 
elected vice-chairman, had previous- 
ly served several years as chairman 
of entertainment. Marie M. Enberg, 
Rosedale Nurseries, Inc., Eastview, 
N. Y.. was re-elected  secretary- 
treasurer. 

Before the conclusion of the pro- 
scram, the New York State Nursery- 
men’s Association met briefly to an- 
nounce the officers for the ensuing 
year.

Regional Meeting 


The meeting of region I opened 
Wednesday afternoon, January +4, 
with an address of welcome from 
Chairman Muller, who included 
data about the nursery industry in 
the region. There had been no 
change in the total membership fig- 
ure for the past year, he said, but 
he declared that the membership 
could be doubled with the right ef- 
fort. Region I ranks first in volume 
of regional business, he stated, and 
the increase in volume for the region, 
for the past year, was three times 
that of the national industrial aver- 
age. He pointed out trends in the 
political scene that he thought are

detrimental to the system of free en- 
terprise. In conclusion, Mr. Mullet 
cited optimistic observations about 
the business potential in 1956 and 
viewed a bright year ahead for nurs- 
erymen. 

The first guest 
afternoon was Dr. George H. M. 
Lawrence, director, Bailey Hortori- 
um, Ithaca, N. Y., who presented an 
excellent report on the international 
horticultural congress held last fall 
at The Hague, in the Netherlands. 
Five days were devoted to the pres- 
entation of 97 different papers and 
addresses at the congress, covering 
all phases of horticulture. Each 
meeting day was alternated with a 
day devoted to field trips and excur- 
sions, and usually there were from 
three to five separate excursions run- 
ning simultaneously. Dr. Lawrence 
cited the value, nation-wise and 
trade-wise, of the international con-

gress. He foresaw the day when the 
United States will be the host coun- 
try for the congress and thought 
plans for such an event should be 
started now. 


Marketing Research 


Dr. Max E. Brunk, professor of 
marketing at Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N. Y., spoke next, making 
a direct approach to marketing re- 
search in the nursery business. He 
said he believed nurserymen had 
only a passive interest in marketing, 
compared with their interest in pro- 
duction problems. “Nurserymen,” he 
said, “inherently have their fingers 
in the soil and the very thought of 


a customer’s interrupting such a 
pleasant activity is repulsive.” Dr. 
Brunk discussed this apathy on the 
part of nurserymen in general toward 
customers and indicated that the 
time would come when the nursery- 
man would really have to market 
his products. Dr. Brunk indicated 
that, even though a product may be 
handled year after year in a certain 
form, marketing research and the 
development of new ideas can open 
new cost-saving methods and bettet 
handling technique. 

Carl Wedell, assistant director for 
ornamental horticulture at the Long 
Island Agricultural and Technical 
Institute, Farmingdale, N. Y., next 
reviewed color slides showing land- 
scape plantings. The speaker ana- 
lyzed each planting shown, to de- 
termine what it achieved and if it 
might be improved by other or ad- 
ditional treatment. Mr. Wedell 
claimed that, although nurserymen 
have made great strides forward in 
landscape plantings, there is still a 
need for more design in their work. 
generally speaking. Plants do not 
need to be selected so much on the 
basis of being the finest material as 
for suitability of form and use in 
the proper place. 

Special Effects 

The front areas can be developed 
more than heretofore by plants to 
screen off the road. In connec- 
tion with screenings, Mr. Wedell 
suggested that good effects can be 
achieved by the consideration of tex- 
tures in plant materials. He sug- 
gested, that unusual 
plants be considered, as well as un- 
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usual treatments of the areas. Fea- 
tures such as planting pockets and 
sweeping curves add to the interest 
and effectiveness of the landscape. 

It is well, frequently, for the land- 
scape nurseryman to consult with 
the building architect rather than 
with a landscape architect—to learn 
what the architect of the building 
had in mind—what effect or picture 
he was trying to create. This intent 
could, then, be emphasized and con- 
tinued by proper design and use of 
proper plant materials by the nurs- 
eryman. 

Thursday morning Chairman 
Muller presented the nominees for 
officers. 

Curtis Porterfield, executive secre- 
tary of the A. A. N., brought the 
members up to date on the A. A. N. 
group insurance program. Mr. Por- 
terfield called the attention of non- 
participating firms to three new 
alternative choices of group cover- 
age: 

(1) Life insurance, double indem- 
nity for accidental death and dis- 


memberment. (Up to $5,000 for 
each. ) 
(2) Life insurance, accidental 


death and dismemberment; plus $10 
per day for hospital room and 
board; up to $150 for hospital ex- 
tras; up to $200 for surgical benefits, 
and $5,000 polio insurance. 

(3) Same coverages as in (2 
plus $8 per day for hospital room 
and board; up to $120 for hospital 
extras, and up to $200 for surgery: 
plus $5,000 polio insurance for de- 
pendents of covered employees. 

No physical examinations are re- 
quired. All premiums paid by nurs- 
ery firms are tax exempt. 

Mr. Porterfield introduced 
Ellis (Bud) Meredith, recently ap- 
pointed administrative assistant in 
the Washington office. 

A. A. N. Activities Report

president of the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, summarized 
current A. A. N. activities.

The federal trade practice rules

Chairman Muller paid great tribute 
to American industry before pre- 
senting President Marshall, who 
made the awards.

While part of his talk was technical, 
and better left for a separate discus- 
sion, his observations on merchandis- 
ing merit consideration here. 

Merchandising 

The term “merchandising” is 
broad and requires some interpreta- 
tion if it is to be correctly employed 
and used. Merchandising is not a 
synonym for advertising or for sell- 
ing, although many people seem to 
have that opinion. Merchandising is 
the force that stimulates fast, profit- 
able movement of mer- 
chandise through a place of business 
and into the hands of customers. Any 
activity that contributes to 
stimulation is merchandising. 


goods or 


such 


Advertising is one phase of mer- 
chandising. There are four main 
functions that result-getting adver- 
tisements should perform- attract 
attention, arouse interest, create de- 
sire and stimulate action. The choice 
of advertising media is most impor- 
tant. For the retail nursery business, 
the local newspaper heads the list. 
For a Saturday sale, place the adver- 
tisement in the Friday edition. If 
the budget is limited, a large adver- 
tisement once a week is better than a 
small advertisement every day. A 
small ad in a large newspaper will

Zakariasen, Homedale Nursery, 
Hopkins, Minn., the first speaker on 
the program. Mr. Zakariasen em- 
phasized the importance of keeping 
complete records on labor costs. 

Mr. Zakariasen pointed out that 
the cost of management, as well as 
overhead expenses, items that are 
often overlooked, must be included 
in the cost of labor. The cost of 
management includes the salaries of 
the boss, the commission of the sales- 
man who sold the job and the wages 
of the foreman who supervises the 
planting. Overhead covers just about 
everything else, including transpor- 
tation to and from the job, lost time, 
breakage, social security, insurance, 
vacations, office expenses, etc. 

When the total costs of labor,man- 
agement and overhead have been 
determined, that figure is divided by 
the number of hours used on the 
landscape jobs, to arrive at the ac- 
tual cost per hour, a figure that is 
much larger than the actual wage 
per hour. In fact, it may be as much 
as twice the hourly, wage. When this 
figure is known, the landscape nurs- 
eryman knows how much per hour 
he will have to charge his client in 
order to make a profit. 


Contract Price Quoted 


Homedale Nurseries, instead of 


quoting landscape customers prices 
on nursery stock, materials and labor 
as such, quote only a contract price 
for the complete job. This method, 
according to Mr. Zakariasen, elimi-

nates many of the difficulties encoun- 
tered when the other method is used. 
When the customer knows in ad- 
vance what the job is gaing to cost 
him he is not concerned about any 
apparent loafing on the job—that is 
for the nurseryman to worry about. 
If the client gets what he wants at 
the price quoted, he is satisfied. 

After the Homedale Nurseries 
complete a landscape job they use a 
simple system to determine if it was 
estimated so that it was profitable. 
Each item used is listed on paper, 
showing the retail price for the mate- 
rial and a rental charge for any ma- 
chinery used. The total cost shown 
on the record, compared with the 
contract price, shows the gain or loss. 

Mr. Zakariasen said his salesmen 
use a small sketch board, about 
letterhead size, with paper to fit, 
when calling on prospects. A sketch 
plan is made right on the grounds, 
in the presence of the customer, and 
the estimate is written on the plan. 
A carbon copy is made at the same 
time, so it can be given to the cus- 
tomer. Only rarely does a formal 
plan have to be presented to the pros- 
pect when this method of designing 
and estimating is employed. 

Each salesman carries a_ special 
list for his own use only. It shows 
the retail price of everything that is 
necessary for carrying out landscape 
construction and planting. Nursery 
stock is priced planted and unplant- 
ed, so that if the customer wishes to 
do his own planting, he can be quot- 
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ed prices on the unplanted basis. 
With every invoice mailed out by 
the Homedale Nurseries for land- 
scape jobs is included a form entitled 
“Homedale Customers’ Service Re- 
port,” said to be helpful in creating 
good customer relations. A_ dis- 
gruntled customer may never make 
a complaint, but instead take his 
business elsewhere. This form makes 
it easy for the customer to state his 
gripe and gives the nurseryman an 
opportunity to make things right. 
Polyethylene Uses 


Prof. John T. Mahlstede, depart- 
ment of horticulture, Iowa State Col- 
lege, Ames, the next speaker, told 
of the many uses of polyethylene in 
plant propagation. In nature, the 
surfaces of the plant are covered 
with a waxy substance known as 
cutin, that prevents drying out. 
Polyethylene, a synthetic plastic, has 
somewhat the same properties. It 
holds water; it permits gases to 
escape, and it is chemically inert, so 
it is not injurious to plants and does 
not rot. 

Greenhouses are now being made 
of polyethylene, two or 3-mil grade. 
The houses have steeper roofs than 
glasshouses. They are not too satis- 
factory in very high or very low tem- 
peratures. More ultraviolet rays pass 
through polyethylene than through 
glass. Plants grown under the plastic 
are stockier and bushier than under 
glass. 

Heat builds up under polyethy!l- 
ene; when this happens, some shade 
is necessary. Polyethylene is now 
being widely used in place of glass 
to cover grafting cases in green- 
houses. Because of its moisture- 
retaining ability, little water is 
needed under it. 

Polyethylene tubes or bags of 1'/2- 


mil weight can be used to store soft- 


wood cuttings at temperatures of 32 
to 33 degrees for a period of one to 
two months. Evergreen cuttings can 
be stored in the same manner. The 
mouth of the storage bag should not 
be sealed tightly; permit aeration. 

After cuttings have been rooted 
they can be stored again in poly- 
ethylene strips that are one and one- 
half times as wide as the cuttings are 
long. Place the cuttings an inch or 
two apart, put a small quantity of 
damp moss on the roots and turn 
the strips up over the roots and roll. 
If the rolls are to be refrigerated, 
cover the tops with polyethylene to 
prevent drying out. 

Polyethylene can be useful in prop- 
agation from seeds that need strati- 
fication, stated Professor Mahlstede. 
Clean the seeds, plant them in beds 
four or five feet wide and top-dress 
with sawdust or peat moss. Then 
cover the beds with polyethylene and 
place a little mulch on top of the 
plastic to keep it from blowing off. 
The soil moisture will be retained, 
and some crusting will be prevented. 
The plastic should be removed early 
to prevent damage from burning 
from the heat that builds up under it. 

Professor Mahlstede predicted that 
many more uses will be found for 
polyethylene in the nursery business. 

Sales Efforts 

Robert H. Hillenmeyer, Hillen- 
meyer Nurseries, Lexington, Ky., in 
discussing the trend toward nursery 
salesyards, stated that training of 
sales personnel is highly important. 
Many cash-and-carry customers de- 
velop into customers for landscape 
jobs, and employees should be 
trained to recognize these prospects. 

The Hillenmeyer organization has 
found that high school seniors and 
college students can be used to ad- 
vantage to act as salespersons during 
busy times. In this way several good

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men have been found for full-time 
jobs when their schooling was com. 
pleted. 

Mr. Hillenmeyer holds a. sales 
meeting every Saturday morning. He 
believes it is important to hold these 
meetings, even though nothing new 
is to be presented, because it keeps 
the personnel alert. Emphasis is 
placed upon the making of related 
sales. For example, last fall sales- 
persons were instructed to try to sell 
bone meal to every customer who 
bought bulbs, and the effort resulted 
in a greatly increased volume of bone 
meal sales. 

Courtesy at all times is stressed at 
every meeting. A survey made else- 
where showed that most of those who 
were lost as customers did not come 
back because of discourtesy shown 
them by salespersons. When adjust- 
ments are made they should always 
be made cheerfully, thereby creating 
good will. 

Raised beds for the display of 
canned and potted stock were recom- 
mended by Mr. Hillenmeyer. These 
should be 30 to 35 inches high. Thus 
displayed, plants are not only easier 
and handle, but present a 
better appearance. The importance 
of neatness and cleanliness in the 
garden center was stressed by Mr. 
Hillenmeyer. 

Mass displays are far more effec- 
tive than displays of just a few plants 
of a kind. Large displays catch the 
eye and are more appealing. A fur- 
ther advantage of massed displays is 
that they simplify the problem of 
keeping an adequate supply on hand. 
The stock does not have to be re- 
plenished so often. Plants that are 
sold for later delivery should be 
labeled with a conspicuous “Sold” 
tag and transferred to a separate 
section of the garden center reserved 
for that purpose and away from the 
general view. Such plants should be 
replaced immediately with unsold 
stock. A full display will sell more 
merchandise. 

Mr. Hillenmeyer recommended 
marking every item with its price. 
Nursery stock should be marked with 
the name, size and price. Pictures 
are important, too. When practical. 
they can be displayed in connection 
with the plants; otherwise they can 
be displayed in the garden store. 
Signs suspended overhead will help 
the customer locate the plants he 
desires. 

After Mr. Hillenmeyer’s _ talk 
there was a panel discussion on gar- 
den center merchandising. On the

Adopt “Plant Oklahoma” 


Program At Tulsa Convention

About 125 nurserymen from Okla- 
homa and neighboring states met 
January 5 and 6 at the Mayo hotel, 
Tulsa, Okla., for the annual conven- 
tion of the Oklahoma State Nursery- 
men’s Association. 

Gene Fleming, Southern Nursery 
Co., Oklahoma City, was elected 
president for 1956, with Harold 
Nickel, Greenleaf Nursery, Musko- 
gee, vice-president, and Cyrus Ad- 
ams, Kenyon’s Nursery, Oklahoma 
City, secretary-treasurer. Ted Teti- 
rick, Tetirick Nursery, Ponca City, 
was chosen to fill a newly created 
office of sergeant at arms. 

The organization voted to partici- 
pate in the Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield insurance plans, so that any 
individual in the industry who wishes 
may avail himself of their protection. 

“Plant Oklahoma” Program 


One of the highlights of the ses- 
sion was the adoption of the “Plant 
Oklahoma” program, tied in with 
the “Plant America” movement. 
This activity will be launched in a 
few weeks with a proclamation by 
the governor and a brochure pre- 
pared by the Oklahoma A. and M. 
College, Stillwater, with an enclosed 
letter, sent to civic leaders through- 
out the state. Information in the 
brochure is designed to help individ- 
uals and groups improve the com- 
munity through landscaping and 
gardening. A bulletin of the depart- 
ment of agriculture will also be en- 
closed. Publicity in the press and on 
radio and TV will assist in starting 
the project. 

This is an opportune time for a 
“Plant Oklahoma” program, as the 
semicentennial of Oklahoma state- 
hood will be held in 1957, and beau- 
tification of homes and industrial 
properties will enable Oklahoma to 
put its best foot forward at that 
time. 

Initiation of the movement will be 
financed by contributions from the 
nurserymen. It is felt that money 
put into the project in sums of from 
$10 to $100, depending on the size 
of the nursery, will give the nursery- 
men greater returns than any other 
publicity expenditures. 

An association “Plant Oklahoma” 
committee that held meetings at the 
office of Dr. F. B. Cross, at Okla- 
homa A. and M. College, for the past 


year, consisted of Ted Tetirick, 
chairman; Gene Fleming, vice-presi- 
dent, and Alvin Dickerson, Ozark 
Nursery, Tahlequah; Harold Nickel; 
Mario Sanseverino, O. K. Gardens, 
Tulsa; Earl Nelson, Nelson Nursery, 
Enid; Burl Gulick, Higdon Nursery, 
Oklahoma City, and Bruce Rey, 
Rey’s Nursery, Oklahoma City. The 
college gave generous cooperation 
throughout the year. 


TV Program 


Independent of the “Plant Okla- 
homa” program, but allied in the 
results sought, is a course in home 
garden improvements, which will be 
on TV at 12 noon and 12:45 p. m. 
every Tuesday and Thursday from 
February 2 through March 15. 
Home demonstration clubs will 
sign up participants and announce 
results. 

R. H. Zakariasen, Homedale 
Nursery, Hopkins, Minn., told “How 
Landscape Nurserymen Can Make 
More Money.” His talk will be 
published in full in a later issue of 
the American Nurseryman. 

Clay Fiske, of the Tulsa real-estate 
board, who was a nurseryman in his 
earlier days, gave an inspirational 
talk at the Tuesday lunch. 

Highway Planting 

Dr. Richard P. White, executive 
vice-president of the American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen, spoke on 
“The Washington Scene.” He said 
new and bigger projects lie ahead 
for the A. A. N. As a result of the 
letter written by J. B. Baker, Jr., 
Fort Worth, Tex., former A. A. N. 
president, to the 48 state highway 
commissions, asking what the asso- 
ciation could do to cooperate in the 
new road-building program, a plan 
has been made. 

Right of ways will be wider in the 
future, it was declared. More land 
will be planted and maintained at 
minimum costs. Plantings on the 
median strip can help to reduce 
headlight glare, but the plants must 
be carefully chosen. Trees that grow 
so large as to become hazards on the 
median strip must be replaced peri- 
odically. Plants on outside curves 
alert night drivers, but trees there 
should be planted far enough from 
the road to create no hazard. In 
snowy weather, trees near the pave-

ment produce slippery areas. High- 
way engineers feel that plantings 
increase maintenance but 
there is proof otherwise. Shrubs will 
need little care if they are well start- 
ed, but they also harbor wild life, 
which becomes an additional hazard 
if shrubs are too close to the road. 


costs, 


Funds for the highway program 
come from the federal government 
on an allotment basis. Dr. White is 
convinced that the highway engi- 
neers will come to the A. A. N. for 
advice and help. Allied industries 
will also be able to contribute. Once 
the highway commissioners are con- 
vinced that plantings will contribute 
to safety, economy and good public 
relations, planting work will move 
ahead, Dr. White declared. 


Industrial Landscaping 


Dr. White also discussed a pro- 
gram for industrial landscaping. 
There has been some criticism of in- 
dustrial units near residential areas, 
but Dr. White believes that no in- 
dustry now would build in a subur- 
ban area without providing space 
devoted to good landscaping. He 
said that industries now rate the 
public relations value of good land- 
scaping second to contributions they 
make to the Community Chest and 
other worthy causes. 

Discussing the “Plant America” 
idea, Dr. White said it will mean 
just what each community wants it 
to mean, and schools, churches and 
industries can be a part of the pro- 
gram. “Plant America” can be pro- 
moted through the press, radio, gar- 
den clubs and chambers of com- 
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merce. Dr. White suggested that 

nurserymen would do well to con- 

tribute to a pool for financing sup- 
porting advertisements in the press. 

Dr. White reported further on fair 
trade practice hearings held in 
Washington, pointing out changes 
that should be made in some of the 
rules to adapt them to the nursery 
industry. He feels that A. A. N. 
standards offer the greatest protec- 
tion to the customer. He also dis- 
cussed definitions of the terms land- 
scape architect and nursery. 

Advertising Pointers 

Howard Carraway, of the Carra- 
way Advertising Agency, Fort 
Worth, Tex., spoke on the subject, 

“Will Advertising Pay?” Mr. Carra- 
way believes that advertising will 
pay, if the advertiser will think of 
the customer’s needs and how they 
can be met. It is a common mistake 
to believe that people buy things, not 
their value. The nurseryman 
should suggest, for example, that the 
best way to enhance the value of a 
home for the least money is to land- 
scape it. 

Mr. Carraway advised advertisers 
who had no knowledge of layout and 
copy to seek counsel, but to choose 
it carefully and avoid the man who 
thinks a small sum will not bring 
results. An expert can often build a 
small advertiser into a large one, but 
to do it he must the client's 
business well. 

Mr. Carraway had other advice 
and pointers for advertisers as fol- 
lows: To analyze what is needed in 
advertising, consider (1) what the 
problem is, (2) what the cause of 
the problem is, (3) what the possible 
solutions are and (+) what the best 
solution is. 

Means of selling include, first, per- 
sonal contact, for which there is no 
substitute, although it is not possible 
to see everybody; second, the tele- 
phone, although time limits this 
method also, and third, the written 
word, which includes advertising in 
newspapers and magazines, on bill- 
boards and often on TV. Be careful 
not to abuse the written word: too 
often it shouts “I” and whispers 
“you.”

Copy Headline Important 

The headline of an advertisement 
is responsible for 60 per cent of the 
effectiveness of the sales effort, it 
was said. Newspapers, radio and TV 
stations often help to plan copy. A 
small advertising space brings in- 
quiries, a large space usually brings 
more sales. Restrict advertising to 
possible buyers. 

Study advertising that appeals to

The fifth annual winter meeting 
of the Michigan Landscape Confer- 
ence was held January 5 and 6 in 
the Kellogg Center auditorium on 
the campus of Michigan State Uni- 
versity, East Lansing. The event was 
sponsored by the departments of 
horticulture and landscape architec- 
ture of the university, and the pro- 
gram was planned by the landscape 
group’s education committee, under 
the chairmanship of Vice-President 
Melvin Peckosh, Richland. More 
than 300 Michigan members of the 
landscape profession were present. 

New officers elected at the meet- 
ing include Melvin Peckosh, presi- 
dent; John Emerson, East Lansing, 
vice-president; Mrs. Edwin L. Smith, 
Lansing, secretary-treasurer, and 
Henry Labrosse, Lansing, and Ken- 
neth Runciman, Ann Arbor, board 
members. Other board members who 
will serve during the coming year are 
Robert Asdell, Royal Oak; George 
Young, Detroit; Richard Somalske, 
Essexville, and Donald VanderVeen, 
Mason. 

The group was welcomed by Ted 
Laetz, 1955 president. Mr. Laetz 
spoke on the importance of the con- 
ference lectures in improving the 
profession in the state and also 
pointed out the value of exchanging 
ideas with other members of the 
trade. He then introduced Prof. For- 
rest Strong, of the department of 
plant pathology, Michigan State 
University, who discussed oak wilt 
disease. 

The oak wilt disease is caused by 
a fungus that stimulates the growth

of certain cells in the tree. The cells 
expand and cause restriction or com- 
plete closure of the water-carrying 
vessels. As a result, affected trees 
usually first show wilting at the top. 
In the red oak, the wilting progresses 
rapidly down the tree, causing death 
within three Weeks. In the white oak 
it sometimes takes three years for 
the disease to destroy the tree. 
Compared to Dutch elm disease, 
oak wilt spreads slowly. Spores 
formed under the bark of dead trees 
may be picked up by beetles, fruit 
flies and small animals and can be 
transmitted by them to healthy trees. 
It has been found that trees within 
a 50-foot radius of a diseased tree 
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a

may become infected through root 
grafts. 

The only positive way to identify 
the disease is by examination of the 
dead trees. The spores appear as 
black mats underneath the bark. 
Samples from living trees suspected 
of having the disease may be sent to 
laboratories, but the test is not al- 
ways conclusive. To date, no cure for 
oak wilt exists. Affected trees should 
be removed at once and the wood 
destroyed or stored where it will dry. 
The stored wood may be sprayed 
with a DDT mixture as an additional 
precaution. A trench should be dug 
around an infected tree to prevent 
spread of the fungus through the 
root grafts to any other oaks within 
a 50-foot radius. 

Professor Strong commended the 
public for its cooperation in the re- 
moval of affected trees. It was his 
opinion that the spread of oak wilt 
is now under control in Michigan 
and that Dutch elm disease also is 
being brought under control in the 
state. 

Donald VanderVeen, Mason, 
chairman of the afternoon session, 
presented Joseph Cox, Michigan 
State University extension landscape 
specialist, and Mr. Cox then intro- 
duced the keynote speaker of the 
conference, Robert Royston, land- 
scape architect, Eckbo-Royston & 
Williams, San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, Calif. The firm is well 
known for its work in site develop- 
ment of housing areas, parks, play 
areas and residential lots.

North Carolina Short 
Course Staged at Raleigh

The 19th annual short course of 
the North Carolina Association of 


Nurserymen was held January 8 to 
10 at North Carolina State College, 
Raleigh, N. C. New officers elected 
at the business session were as fol- 
lows: Robert Gibson, Nettlewood 
Nurseries, Asheville, N. C., presi- 
dent; J. H. Howard, Laurel Lake 
Nursery, Salemburg, N. C., vice- 
president, and Ralph Shannon, Clar- 
endon Gardens, Pinehurst, N. C., 
secretary-treasurer. 

Registration for the course began 
January 8, and 45 persons who regis- 
tered were guests of the association 
at dinner in the College Union hall. 
The next morning, additional regis- 
tration brought the total of members 
present to 67, with many guests. 

The opening session in Kilgore 
hall January 9 was moderated by 
M. E. Gardner, head of the depart- 
ment of horticulture, North Carolina 
State College. Dean D. W. Colvard 
welcomed the visitors, bringing out 
that this is the oldest short course of 
its kind in America. 

R. A. Fowler, president of the 
North Carolina Association of Nurs- 
erymen, thanked all the members for 
their cooperation and the college, 
especially, for research in perfecting 
plants and keeping them insect-free, 
as well as experimentation on new 
plants suitable for North Carolina. 


Soil Fumigation 


A soil fumigation session was the 
first item on the agenda. Dr. J. N. 
Sasser, department of plant patholo- 
gy, North Carolina State College, 
spoke on nematodes. These micro- 
scopic worms infest the soils, attack- 
ing roots of various plants and form- 
ing galls, or root knots. The dam- 
aged root system is unable to supply 
sufficient water to the top, and there- 
fore the plants wilt and die in hot 
weather. Nematodes are most active 
in sandy soils. Symptoms of nema- 
tode attack all appear above ground, 
as if there were a deficiency in the 
soil caused by a lack of minerals or 
fertilization. The plants are stunted 
in growth and show a steady decline. 
Meadow nematodes destroy cells 
where feeding roots complete growth 
of plants. The stunt and spireal 
nematodes feed on roots from the 
outside. 

Dr. C. J. Nusbaum, also of the de- 


partment of plant pathology, spoke 
on “Recent Developments in Soil 
Fumigation Methods.” He stated 
that half of the soil fumigation done 
in the world is done in North Caro- 
lina. This does not mean that the 
North Carolina problem is greater 
than elsewhere, but rather that the 
state is more cognizant of the need 
and benefits of such fumigation. 
Most controls will not give complete 
eradication, but will reduce the 
nematode population. 


Various Methods Used 


All chemicals used in soil fumiga- 
tion to date form gas in the soil 
which destroys practically all life, 
including plants. Experimentation is 
under way on a chemical that can 
be used to kill the nematodes but 
spare the plants. Chloropicrin is the 
earliest developed fumigant still in 
use. 

Among fumigation methods now 
used are the following: 

(1) Gas under cover; methyl! bro- 
mide is the most effective, in pres- 
surized cans, released under canvas 
or an airtight cover of plastic. The 
chemical kills fungi, bacteria and 
weed seeds and has remarkable pene- 
tration. 

(2) Soil injection; DD is used and 
is supposed to be good, but is not 
fully tested, and its effect on plants 
is not known. VC 13 is new and is 
registered in Virginia and Florida. It 
is used in turfs and lawns where 
there is an established root system 
and is slow but effective. 

(3) Row methods; ethylene dibro- 
mide is widely used at a cost of 
about $15 an acre. This is the sec- 
ond best fumigant but damaging to 
some plants. 

(4) Broadcasting; ethylene dibro- 
mide is used widely in the broad- 
casting method and in seedbeds at a 
cost of about $30 an acre. It is a 
popular and effective method. 

(5) Drench methods; these are be- 
ing investigated thoroughly. The 
danger of this method is in the poi- 
sonous materials used. Care must be 
taken in applying them. Several new 
fumigants have been tested in this 
way and may prove successful in 
that some may be used on estab- 
lished plants. Vapan is a new chemi- 
cal being tested; it has great pene- 
trating powers and may be the best 
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yet developed. Nemagon is effectiy 
in low doses, kills slowly, has long 
residual properties and also contro 
wild onions. It is available in solid 
forms. 


Other Tests 


Methods other than chemical be. 
ing used are the starving method 
keeping the fields clean of vegetation 
and the hot-water treatment, jn 
which roots are dipped for two min. 
utes prior to planting in wate; 
heated to 126 degrees. 

In the discussion period that fol- 
lowed, a question about the suscepti- 
bility of boxwood to nematosis was 
answered in the affirmative. 

Plans now in an early stage call 
for a state-controlled laboratory to 
test soils for nematodes in the same 
manner the soil-testing facilities are 
available to the public. 

After lunch, the course was con- 
tinued with E. R. Mattson, of the 
horticulture department, North 
Carolina State College, as modera- 
tor. The afternoon was devoted to a 
landscape session. 


Dwarf Fruit Trees 


M. H. Kolbe, horticulture exten- 
sion, spoke on “Flowering and Dwarf 
Trees for the Suburbanite.” He be- 
lieves dwarf fruit are well 
adapted to growing as ornamentals 
in small gardens or along shrub bor- 
ders. They are not recommended for 
planting or interplanting in commer- 
cial orchards. 

The advantages of dwarf trees are 
that they bear at an early age, are 
easy to prune and have fruit that is 
larger, more highly colored and 
easier to harvest than other types. 
Disadvantages are that the 
have brittle, shallow root systems 
and are easily blown over, and the 
roots are more easily injured by low 
temperatures and have been known 
to sucker badly. High soil fertility 
and adequate moisture are required. 
Yields are not generally high, and 
dwarf trees require more attention. 

Each type of East Malling dwarf- 
ing rootstock is given a number. No. 
IX dwarfs the most, followed by 
VII, VIULTIV, 1, V, 1, X11, XV and 
XII. 

Apple trees are the most success- 
ful of dwarf fruit trees and include 
the varieties Lodi, Golden Delicious, 
Red Delicious, Red Rome, Jonathan. 
Stayman, Grimes Golden and 
Wealthy.

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Operating a Garden Center 


Chapter 6. Recreation Area, Lighting and Signs 


In garden centers most of the 
nursery stock is bought by women. 
Many women cannot leave thei 
young children at home when they 
go shopping but they hesitate to take 
the youngsters with them for fear 
they will get into difficulties in the 
stores. Recognizing this situation, 
more and more garden center oper- 
ators are providing enclosed play- 
grounds where the youngsters can 


play happily and safely on slides 
and swings, with sandboxes and 
other equipment. The enclosing 


fences, of course, are high enough 
to keep the children safe within 
bounds. A stout woven wire fence is 
not only economical and practical, 
but one can easily see through it 
onto the playground and keep an eye 
on the young inhabitants. One large 
midwestern garden center even has 
a small zoo for the entertainment of 
its young visitors. 

Another feature that is becoming 
popular in garden centers is a lounge 
for the convenience and comfort of 
the customers. This does not need 
to be a separate room, but can be a 
corner of the garden store. In its 
simplest form, the lounge consists of 
a divan, two or three easy chairs and 
a low coffee table for magazines and 
papers. A further refinement would 
be a radio or even a television set. 


Dividends from Lounges 


A lounge could pay dividends in 
increased sales. Customers welcome 
an opportunity to rest for a few 
minutes in comfort. They may arrive 
at your place tired out from shop- 
ping or housework and they will be 
in a far better mood for buying after 
a little rest. It is surprising how much 
good will is created by a little con- 
sideration for the comfort and wel- 
fare of the customers. The lounge 
can be used also for brief talks with 
customers who may not know just 
what they wish and desire advice 
before buying. They will be more 
receptive to suggestions when they 
are comfortable and relaxed and are 
therefore likely to buy more. 

Outdoor lounges are often found 
in garden centers located in the 
warm parts of the country. Even in 
the north, outdoor lounges are be- 
coming popular for use in the sum- 
mer. Usually the lounges are under 
permanent canopies or in breeze- 
ways, but when such all-weather

locations are not available, they can 
be out in the open, with large sun 
umbrellas for protection. Outdoor 
lounges are usually more elaborate 
than those indoors and many include 
tables, garden chairs and benches. 
Some highly attractive ones are built 
like patios or gardens, with trees, 
shrubs, flowers and even fountains. 

If it is at all possible, you should 
locate the outdoor lounge in a spot 
from which some of your merchan- 
dise can be seen. A view out through 
the lath house would be ideal, and if 




















the children’s playground is visible, 
so much the better. 

Do not overlook rest rooms for the 
comfort of your customers, a con- 
venience too often omitted from gar- 
den centers. It is best to have access 
to them only through the garden 
store. One operator has located the 
rest rooms at the end of a short hall 
whose walls display various kinds of 
merchandise on sale. 

Meeting rooms or auditoriums are 
now being incorporated in the more

Akehurst Heads Maryland

Over 150 nurserymen attended 
one of the largest winter meetings 
ever staged by the Maryland Nurs- 
erymen’s Association, January 11, at 
the Southern hotel, Baltimore, Md. 

New officers of the association for 
1956 are president, Carville G. Ake- 
hurst, Akehurst Nursery, Fullerton; 
first vice-president, Ernest L. Bartle, 
Hagerstown Nursery Co., Hagers- 
town; second vice-president, C. W. 
Price, Towson Nurseries, Inc., Tow- 
son; treasurer, C. Willard Stoner, 
Westminster Nurseries, Westminster; 
executive secretary, Paul S. Hof- 
mann, Towson Nurseries, Inc., and 
educational secretary, George S. 
Langford, department of entomolo- 
gy, University of Maryland, College 
Park, Md. 

President Edward L. Stock, Jr., 
Stock Bros., Inc., Bethesda, called 
the meeting to order with a message 
of welcome and expressed his grati- 
tude to the officers and members of 
the executive committee and other 
committees for their cooperation. 


Graduate Fellowship Fund 


Dr. Lee J. Enright, department of 
horticulture, University of Mary- 
land, College Park, outlined poten- 
tial projects and fields of study for 
a graduate student if the association 
is successful in raising funds to un- 
derwrite the cost of the undertaking 
at the university. 

More information is needed on 
container-grown plants, Dr. Enright 
said, such as the most suitable types, 


ideal soil mixes, kinds of plants best 
adapted to containers, optimum 
lengths of time that plants can be 
held in containers and winter pro- 
tection methods. 

Nutrient deficiency studies 
plants widely used in Maryland is 
another desirable plant project. In 
the propagation of difficult plants, 
Dr. Enright urged the investigation 
of mist spray effects on the germina- 
tion of seeds, the influence of day 
length on mist-sprayed plants and 
the values of adding nutrients to the 
water in mist sprays. He said more 
study is needed, too, on the proper 
season and location for taking cut- 
tings in Maryland.

The whole subject of weed killers 
in the nursery is still a mystery. 
Positive facts are needed on the best 
materials and methods of applying 
herbicides on nursery stock for all 
the varying soil types. It is necessary 
to know at what age, what rate and 
what time to apply these herbicides. 

Mr. Akehurst thanked his grad- 
uate fellowship committee for its 
help during the year and expressed 
the hope that through voluntary 
contributions the association would 
soon realize the $1,000 needed to get 
Dr. Enright’s projected studies un- 
der way. 

Insect Control 


Henry Hohman, Kingsville Nurs- 
eries, Kingsville, reported that the

Chemical Weed Control 

Dr. Marion W. Parker, head agri- 
culturist, weed investigation section, 
agricultural research service, field 
crops research branch, United States 
Department of Agriculture, Belts. 
ville, discussed some of the recent 
developments in chemical weed con- 
trol in nursery crops. Nurserymen 
in general, he said, have one of the 
most diversified jobs in agriculture 
and so need knowledge of a wide 
variety of subjects, of which the con- 
trol of weeds is an important one 

While farmers will not tolerate 
insect infestations nor disease infec- 
tions on their farms, they unwitting- 
ly allow weeds to invade their lands. 
The cost of controlling these weeds 
runs around $4,000,000,000 yearly. 

The U. S. D. A. has 35 weed con- 
trol men scattered throughout the 
United States, working in coopera- 
tion with the various state experi- 
ment stations. The department's 
program is national in scope; work 
on weed control problems is on a 
regional basis, rather than a purely 
local one. Current investigations, Dr. 
Parker stated, include control of 
field bindweed on a _ nation-wide 
basis, Canada thistle in the west, 
brush and scrub timber on range 
land in the southwest and weeds in 
the delta cotton regions of the south 
and the irrigated cotton fields of the 
west. Newer herbicides are tested at 
the Beltsville, Md., station. 

In the United States, in 1952, 
60,000,000 acres of land were treat- 
ed once or more times with an herbi- 
cide, an insecticide or a fungicide. 
One out of every 10 acres was treat- 
ed with an herbicide. During this 
period 85,000,000 pounds of herbi- 
cides were used. 

Since the advent of 2,4-D, thou- 
sands of different chemicals have 
been tested for their herbicidal 
values. Slight changes in the struc- 
ture and chemical composition of 
these materials may alter the effec- 
tiveness of the herbicides. The pres- 
ent trend is to produce herbicides of 
more plant selectivity. 

Dr. Parker concluded his talk with

THE MIRACLE LIQUID PLANT FOOD 
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Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 
By E. Sam Hemming 
CLIMATE CONTROL this will be one of them) have en- 
i me eee the iden of eels couraged gardeners to plant many 


plants for climate control for the 
benefit of humans is not a new one 
and has probably been practiced 
unconsciously in one way or anothet 
by all gardeners and plantsmen. Yet 
when the idea was popularized by 
Dr. Howland and _ control was 
sought deliberately, considerable 
progress was made. 

The same might be said of cli- 
mate control for plants. In our land- 
scaping, even in our nursery prac- 
tices. we growers follow the idea 
either consciously or unconsciously. 
For instance, I have often told cus- 
tomers who expressed a desire for 
certain plants, azaleas or certain 
semihardy plants, to wait for then 
other plantings to become estab- 
lished, for in several years the regu- 
lar plantings will create a proper 
surrounding for the fussy items. I 
suppose one might call this practical 


ecology, but ecology deals with 
many environmental factors, and 
climate alone is being considered 
here. 


A surprising amount of climate 
control can be obtained by the 
manipulation of local conditions. Dr. 
Skinner recently remarked that local 
conditions can change the number 
of zones in which a plant can be con- 
sidered hardy by as many as two. 
This can mean the equivalent of 200 
miles in latitude. 

Orchardists have long planted 
their trees on slopes to avoid frost 
pockets, and the old English walled 
garden, with its espaliered fruit and 
the paved court, not only gave the 
owner his desired feeling of en- 
closure, but was of considerable 
benefit to the plants themselves. 


For Better Plants 


It is true that planting solely for 
the climatic benefit to the plant 
might be inappropriate from the 
landscape point of view, yet, used 
with wisdom, this method of plant- 
ing can produce attractive effects. 
A thriving plant is beautiful, while 
a miserable-looking plant can add 
nothing to the landscape. 

A little emphasis on climate con- 
trol for plants is pertinent at this 
time for two reasons. One, the re- 
cent mild winters (I am not so sure 


plants that are just a little tender. 
while the era of prosperity has in- 
creased travel and given’ wide 
knowledge of plants through greater 
leisure for gardening. The second 
reason is the present trend to mod- 
ern architecture and gardens, with a 
greater use of unusual or novel 
structural shapes. Some of these in- 
novations, I am sure, will be consid- 
ered bad some years from now, yet 
a really student of plants 
should be able to select appropriate 
plants to accompany these new fea- 
tures. It takes study to develop suit- 
able forms and uses to achieve beau- 


good 
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tiful results. But as much thought 
and knowledge must go into the se. 
lection and use of the plants as go 
into the design and purpose of the 
feature. 


Beneficial Techniques 


Climate control for plants can be 
created in a number of ways besides 
the obvious one of winter protection 
by planting a subject in a warm cor- 
ner of the building. Shade can he 
created by the use of lattice-type 
structures and by a canopy of other 
plants. Frost pockets can be avoided 
by proper air flow. Often plants are 
planted too far south, and these need 
the benefit of shade, air circulation 
and even the coolest exposure. Simi- 
larly, aridity can be achieved by 
planting in full sun, at the top of 
slopes or in soil that is slightly ele- 
vated above the surrounding level 
Normally, many would think a need 
for aridity no problem, but it can 
be in the relatively humid Chesa- 
peake bay area. It must also be a

Plants that thrive in humid sur. 
roundings can be accommodated to a 
certain extent by use of an eastern 
exposure and by planting under 
shade of various types, under and 
among other dense plantings, in 
slightly depressed areas and _ near 
both large and small bodies of water, 
Even a small pool can affect the 
humidity around a plant growing 
close to its edge. Planting in low 
areas must be done judiciously, for 
even plants requiring high humidity 
rarely like wet feet. 

Even minor needs of plants can 
be met to some extent. The light 
needs of plants for flowering and 
early or late growth can be adjusted 
to some extent. Dormancy can be 
induced or broken by external 
means, in some degree. 

The conscious attempt to furnish 
even minor climate control for 
plants can achieve benefits.

SCARFF NURSERY PLANNING 

Among long-established nursery 
firms that have been giving reconsid- 
eration to the varied operations car- 
ried on in their growing and selling 
work is Scarff’s Nursery, New Car- 
lisle, O. For over half a century the 
basis of this nursery activity has been 
the production of small fruit plants, 
with a minor emphasis on ornamen- 
tals. Wholesale’ distribution and 
mail-order catalog sales were the 
main sales subdivisions. 

As labor and other operating costs 
began to increase rapidly and as two 
sons became prepared to enter the 
business, it became essential to evalu- 
ate carefully every phase of activity, 
Howard Scarff declares in comment- 
ing on the firm’s new program. 
Among the major changes that 
seemed indicated for balance and 
efficiency were the following: 

(1) Elimination of the orchard, 
which was draining off too much 
nursery labor and supervision. (2 
Curtailment of retail catalog sales on 
a national basis and concentration of 
efforts on local cash-and-carry sales. 

3) Enlargement of the propagation 
department to cover the firm’s own 
needs and to meet expanding whole- 
sale needs. (4) Increasing the field 
acreage of both shrubs and ever- 
creens. 

Much of the change-over has now 
been completed, according to Mr. 
Scarff. Included in the added grow- 
ing facilities is a new irrigation sys- 
tem covering the propagating area. 
To assist retail saleswork, a garden 
center was opened last spring,

PRICES AND PROFITS 


Comments on Business Management in the Nursery 


By John J. Pinney 





HIGHER PRICE STRUCTURE 

“We nurserymen are a bunch of 
pikers when it comes to pricing our 
products and services. Our prices 
have not kept pace with constantly 
rising costs. The time to raise prices 
is now while the economy is good.” 

The speaker of the foregoing quo- 
tation was Vernon Marshall, Arling- 
ton, Neb., president of the American 
Association of Nurserymen, address- 
ing the Kansas Association of Nurs- 
erymen early in September. Then 
he went on to say that in the case 
of his own firm, prices had advanced 
only one and one-half times, while 
costs had gone up three to four times. 

A newspaper I have just read car- 
ries an announcement that my dairy- 
man is raising his prices “because of 
higher costs.” Nevertheless, I intend 
to continue giving him my business. 

All four of the trade papers in 
which my firm advertises have raised 
their rates from time to time during 
the past few years. I doubt if many 
advertisers question the necessity of 
such increases by publishers or have 
canceled their contracts because 
of them. 

Costs Up on Invoices 

Recently my firm bought a quan- 
tity of copper sulphate, making the 
purchase from the price list of a 
chemical supply house. When the 
invoice came we noted that the price 
was about 20 per cent higher than 
the list price. Inquiring, we were 
informed that all copper products 
had advanced sharply in price and 
were still going up. We accepted the 
shipment and paid the price, recog- 
nizing the fact that the increase 
probably was justified. 

An invoice just received covering 
a shipment of pinning nails bears a 
special notation to the effect that 
because of rising costs of production 
the price is 5 per cent higher than 
on the last shipment received not 
long before. 

Every time one buys a tractor, 
truck or car for his business he pays 
a higher price than he did before. 
The same is true of machinery and 
equipment. In fact, it would be hard 
to find anything that one buys to 
use in his business that does not 
cost more now than the last time he 


bought it. 


I have never run across a nurs- 
eryman who did not agree that his 
costs are going up all the time, some- 
times at an alarming rate. Most of 
them acknowledge that in spite of 
increased volume of business their 
profits are down, at least percentage- 
wise. 

There are some who say that 
prices of nursery stock cannot be 
raised; the customer will not pay any 
more. I am thinking of a few highly 
successful nurserymen who are 
charging and getting much higher 
prices than their competitors. I sup- 
pose they are succeeding because 
they did not know such a thing could 
not be done. 

There are 


many persons so new 


AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 


in the nursery business that they are 
not aware of the fact that prices of 
nursery stock have advanced com- 
paratively little since World War I! 
The advances represent only a small 
percentage of the increases in thi 
cost of production. 

What is there peculiar to the nurs- 
ery business that makes it impossible 
to raise prices in spite of the ac- 
knowledged necessity for it? Prices 
are advancing in practically all other 
kinds of business, some of which are 


not nearly so essential as the nurs- 
ery business. 
Investment Consideration 
Most nurserymen figure — their 


profits on the basis of their volume 
of business. If, for example, they did 

business of $100,000 and made a 
profit of $10,000 they say they made 
10 per cent profit. The banker, the 
one who lends you the money, does 
not look at it that way. He wants to 
know how much one has invested. 
The fellow who did a business of 
$100,000 might have $200,000 in-

tom cut is usually made just below 
a node, while the upper cut is made 
just above a node. Some propagators 
remove one or two buds from the 
lower end of the cutting to facilitate 
rooting. Since no leaves are present, 
light, which is so essential for soft- 
wood or some hardwood cuttings, is 
not necessary for hardwood cuttings. 

Cuttings are usually tied in bun- 
dles of 50 to 100 and completely 
buried, butt end up, in an outdoor 
cutting bed of sand or soil, deep 
enough to prevent serious freezing. 
A constantly moist medium must be 
provided. If the bed is mulched with 
leaves or straw, one or two soakings 
during the storage period will suf- 
fice. Early the following spring and 
preferably before many roots emerge, 
these cuttings are planted in the 
nursery beds from four to eight 
inches apart, preferably in a well- 
drained, sandy loam. Careful atten- 
tion to watering is necessary the first 
season. By the end of the first grow- 
ing season, these cuttings have devel- 


oped into well-developed _ plants, 
ready for the nursery. 
Some growers make early dor- 


mant cuttings and set them directly 
in the nursery beds the same fall 
with success. These young cuttings 
are well mulched to prevent heaving 
during the winter. Early the follow- 
ing spring this mulch is removed and 
the cuttings are then cared for the 
same as the spring-set cuttings. 

The list of material propagated 
by hardwood cuttings is a long one. 
Nearly all woody ornamental shrubs 
can be so grown. Among the common 
plants so propagated are grapes, 
currants, gooseberries, willows, pop- 
lars, dogwoods, forsythias, mock 
oranges, privets, roses, spiraeas, 
tamarix and weigelas.

Mr. Royston emphasized the need 
for better understanding between 
the related professions of the nurs- 
ery and landscape industry. He 
stated that it is the combined efforts 
of designer, grower, landscape con- 
tractor and maintenance personnel 
that produces quality landscape con- 
struction. Mr. Royston pointed out 
the responsibility of the designer for 
arranging space to the best advan- 
tage of the client. Using slides to 
illustrate his talk, he explained some 
theories of design, saying that once 
the basic concepts of good landscape 
design are learned, they can be ap- 
plied equally to the development of a 
large area such as a city or to the 
smallest residential back yard. Other 
slides showed the application of land- 
scape theory to public and residential 
projects. 


Annuals, Perennials and Bulbs 


Dr. Donald Watson, horticulture 
department, Michigan State Univer- 
sity, led a panel composed of 
R. Milton Carleton, Vaughan’s Seed 
Co.; Fredric Grootendorst and Jack 
Zuilhoff, A. M. Grootendorst Co.. 
and Gilbert Bentley, Ferry-Morse 
Seed Co., in a discussion of the use 
of annuals, perennials and bulbs by 
the nursery industry. 

The panel pointed out the advan- 
tageous first-year effects of such 
plant materials when used com- 
bination with flowering shrubs and 
evergreens. Unlike the usual 
stocked by the nursery, annuals, 
perennials and bulbs create repeat 
business year after year. The mer- 
chandise is profitable and brings the 
retailer into closer contact with his 
customers.

As panel members stated, Michi- 
gan’s climate is ideal for growing 
such material, and the landscape 
man can produce garden color dur- 
ing the entire growing season. Plants 
suitable for various situations were 
described by members of the panel, 
and Mr. Zuilhoff explained the bulb 
size schedule. He stated that the use 
of bulbs one size smaller than the top 
size will usually produce better re- 
This smaller bulb usually does 
not split and can be left without 
moving three times longer 
than the bulb. 

Panel members agreed that whole- 
salers should develop more complete 
selling aids and that they should 
design an educational program not 
only for nurserymen, but for the 
public.

AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 


Robert C. Chase, of George sf Ball, 
Inc., West Chicago, Ill., opened the 
second day of the conference with a 
discussion of the packaging of nurs- 
ery stock. They divided packaging 
into three types—mail-order, over- 
the-counter and landscape cash-and- 
carry. It was their feeling that the 
nursery profession is 30 years behind 
the times in merchandising methods 
and in pricing products. They point- 
ed out that in a tube of tooth paste 
selling for 67 cents the material is 
worth about 2 cents, leaving 65 cents 
for packaging, advertising and profit. 
In packaging, the nursery trade can 
develop a silent salesman, provide 
proper storage for the product and 
make plants easy to buy. Mr. Chase 
presented a motion picture showing 
modern trends in the bedding plant 
business. 


Insect Control 


A concise talk on insect control 
was given by Dr. J. R. Hoffman, of 
the department of entomology, 
Michigan State University. He em- 
phasized the importance of clean 
nursery stock to create satisfied cus- 
tomers, to improve the appearance 
of plantings and to develop repeat 
business. He discussed the critical 
periods in the control of plant pests 

the time of propagation, the time 
of selling and moving the plants and 
after planting on the home grounds. 
He felt it is necessary for growers 
to develop regular inspection and 
spraying programs to prevent any 
pest or disease from gaining a foot- 
hold. Dr. Hoffman illustrated his 
remarks with color slides showing 
various infestations on plants. 


Concrete Patios 


Under the direction of Bruce Fox. 
Grand Rapids, the afternoon session 
opened with William Saia, of Detroit 
Concrete Products, outlining the use 
of precast concrete slabs in building 
patios. He said that the demand 
for such slabs in the Detroit area is 
increasing. He stated landscape con- 
tractors can lay this type of patio for 
one third the cost of natural stone. 

Standards for a good patio slab 
include the use of a 6-sack concrete 
mix and test for at least 3.500 
pounds. This mixture should be air- 
entrained and reinforced. In addi- 
tion, the slabs should be uniform 
and large enough individually to ac- 
commodate a piece of garden furni- 
ture. 

Mr. Saia said his experience indi- 
cated that the inclusion of a patio 
in the landscape proposal created 
added interest on the part of the 
client.

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Reports on Progress of 
“Plant America” Program 


H. P. Quadland, publicity director 
for the American Association of 
Nurserymen, recently reported on 
the continuing progress of the “Plant 
America” program to broaden the 
scope of the nursery industry, add to 
its prestige and assure healthy 
growth of the business. Essentially. 
the program aims at introducing 
nursery plantings more extensively 
into the everyday lives of people. Be- 
sides promoting beauty and better 
living, the plan is designed to show 
that landscaping and planting are 
sound investments that increase real 
estate value. 

The program is divided into six 
parts: Home planting, including 
farmsteads; industrial planting: com- 
munity planting: church planting: 
school planting, and highway land- 
scaping. 

Home Planting 


For home planting promotion in 
magazines and newspapers and ove 
radio and television, each outlet is 
sent at least 35 articles or news items 
each year, to make a total of some 
160,000 releases for the whole United 
States. 

The short motion picture “Land- 
scape for Living” was prepared espe- 
cially for TV, with the purpose of 
conveying the idea to viewers that 
landscaping is necessary for bette 
living. An attempt was made to con- 
sider all climatic areas and all kinds 
of nursery stock in the film. 

Promotion to extend the planting 
season during the past five years has 
considerably increased the ratio of 
fall to spring sales, and now that use 
of containers is spreading in the 
country, all-year planting is being 
promoted. Other projects in this pro- 
motion include the monthly mer- 
chandise bulletins and A. A. N. work 
with farm radio and TV directors. 

Industrial Planting 


The industrial planting awards 
for landscaping aim to improve em- 
ployee and community relations, as 
well as to add beauty to the com- 
munity. An appeal to management 
is made on the basis of prestige. 
Salesmen’s aids, such as the booklet. 
“Landscaping Is Good Business,” 
help give an industrialist an idea of 
how his establishment should look. A 
thousand industrial publications re- 
ceive promotional material from the 
A. A. N. several times a year on 


industrial landscaping and its bene- 
fits, and there are also trade maga- 
zine features on the subject. 
Industrial and service industry 
construction is expected to be up 17 
per cent in 1956, while home build- 
ing will probably fall off slightly 
Pushing industrial landscaping will 
enable the individual nurseryman to 
offset any decrease in new home 
landscaping and will help to keep 
up nursery stock volume. 
Community, Church and School 


Community landscaping has been 
promoted in magazine articles, and. 
in cooperation with the United 
States Department of Agriculture, in 
preparation of a_ booklet. “Home 
and Community Improvement 
Through Gardening and Landscap-

In a 
large city a shopper section can be 
used. 

National magazines are of little 
value to a retail nursery operation, 
although they would be of interest to 
those engaged in a specialty nursery 
business or those relying primarily on 
a mdil-order trade. 

Direct-mail advertising to a select 
mailing list of customers may be the 
second-best choice of media for a 
retail nursery. In any event, do not 
overlook the power of advertising.

The fire of discussion spread to the 
annual evening meeting—the plant 
forum—with the flames fanned by 
the stimulating remarks of T. H. 
Everett, of New York Botanical 
Garden, who moderated the discus- 
sion. Participating on the panel to 
discuss “Unusual Uses for Usual 
Plants and Usual Uses for Unusual 
Plants” were Richard Webel, land- 
scape architect of Innocenti & 
Webel, Roslyn, L. I.; Joseph Hudak, 
landscape architect of Olmsted Bros., 
Cambridge, Mass., and Lester Need- 
ham, Adams Nursery, Westfield, 
Mass. Owen Schmidt was unable to 
participate as scheduled, because of 
illness. 

Espalier Plants 


As an example of an unusual use 
of a plant, Mr. Hudak suggested 
espaliered yews. Immediately, the 
difficulty of obtaining this item was 
brought up. Mr. Webel discussed the 
growing of espaliers and suggested 
the use of wire mesh as a support. 
One of the easier plants to train is 
Ilex crenata. Mr. Webel advocated 
the use of espaliers because of limi- 
tation of space and reduction of 
maintenance. Other items to be 
grown as espalier plants are pink 
dogwood, weeping cherry, fragrant 
honeysuckle, saucer and star mag- 
nolia and weeping forsythia; these 
have already been used on_ the 
campus of Princeton University. 

The landscape architects intro- 
duced the difficulty of obtaining un- 
usual species and large stock, to 
which nurserymen from the floor im- 
mediately rejoined that while they 
cannot supply enough taxus to keep 
up with the demand, they cannot dis- 
pose of the more unusual plant varie- 
ties they are now growing. 

The landscape materials informa- 
tion service was cited as an aid in 
correlating the needs of the land- 
scape architect with the plans of the 
grower, although anticipation of de- 
mand is still difficult. 

Discussions led to the trend to- 
ward mass plantings, due to modern 
architecture, although there is con- 
tinued interest in variety plantings. 
Mr. Webel, as well as others, ex- 
pressed interest in the use of less 
hardy materials in protected spots. A 
lively exchange between James 
Wells, Bobbink Nurseries, Inc., East 
Rutherford, N. J., and Mr. Everett 
aroused interest in the possibility of 
some horticultural organization’s se- 
lecting new or different plants for

Gypsy Moth Problem 


Friday morning’s opening session 
covered the business meeting of 
region 1 with roll call of delegates 
and election of officers. At this point, 
the retiring chairman, Eugene Mul- 
ler, turned the meeting over to the 
new chairman, Albert Flemer. Val- 
leau C. Curtis, director from region 
1, thanked the membership for their 
desire to have him continue to rep- 
resent the region on the board of 
directors of the A. A. N. As one of 
the outstanding problems of the 
region is the spread of the gypsy 


Soraci, chief, bureau of entomology, 
the state of New Jersey, tell about it. 

Mr. Soraci described the gypsy 
moth as the most important forest 
insect pest of the northeast—a de- 
foliator and spoiler of woodlands for 
recreational purposes and water sup- 
ply, a reducer of timber yields and 
a killer of valuable oak and other 
hardwood forest trees. For a number 
of years a barrier zone existed, which 
restricted the gypsy moth to the area 
east of that zone. However, in 1938, 
hurricane winds spread this pest 
northward and westward, and there 
has been additional spread since that 
time. In 1953 the infestation became 
so acute that a 7-point program was 
settled upon, which, it was hoped, 
might confine the trouble. The pro- 


eral funds. 


The area of infestation has spread 
so widely and is spreading so rapidly 
that the technicians of the states and 
the federal government agree that a 
more realistic program is needed if 
anything is to be accomplished and 
that every effort must be made to 
obtain funds to carry on a successful 
program. As a minimal program to 
take the pressure of infestation off 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania about 
one and one-half million acres need 
treatment this spring and one and 
one-half million acres next spring, at 
a cost of about $1 per acre. Since 
money has already been appropriat- 
ed for the fiscal year and will all too 
soon be announced for 1957, the 
question is where will the money

come from to finance this program 
before it is too late. Mr. Soraci made 
it clear how vitally important such 
a program is, and asked the support 
of the A. A. N. in urging Congress 
to take necessary action. 

Mr. Curtis said that the A. A. N. 
is doing everything it can do to aid 
this program. He requested a reso- 
lution from the meeting, backing 
the national association on this proj- 
ect. Such a resolution was immedi- 
ately made and passed unanimously. 


Landscape Session 
The business meeting was ad- 
journed and the session was turned 
over to the National Landscape 
Nurserymen’s Association, with Al- 
lan Dalsimer, Cedarhurst, L. I... vice- 
president, presiding. 

The first speaker on the N.L.N.A. 
program, Howard C. Boerner. mar- 
keting and sales consultant, flew in 
to keep his appointment to speak. 
New York had been experiencing 
one of its worst fogs while the con- 
vention was on, and some speakers 
came under difficulties to keep thei 
assignments. 

After Mr. Boerner, Stuart Strauss. 
of the Lightolier Corp., spoke on 
“Garden and Landscape Lighting,” 
a phase of outdoor lighting entirely 
different in concept and result from 
the usual building lighting seen. One 
of the most practical features of the 
new type of garden lighting is the 
fact that it can be moved at will. 

At the luncheon Friday, the speak- 
er was assistant commissioner of 
agriculture and markets for the state 
of New York, Hon. James G. Lvons. 


Landscape Effects 


One of the most interesting and 
educational features of the conven- 
tion was Dr. John R. Bracken’s talk. 
illustrated with transparencies pro- 
jected on a Vu-Graph, which per- 
mits graphic development of a point 
by use of overlays. Dr. Bracken, head 
of the landscape division, Pennsyl- 
vania State University, University 
Park, Pa., reminded the nurserymen 
that plants produce results which 
can be obtained by no other mate- 
rials that people purchase. Plants 
provide the satisfaction of colors, 
shapes, textures and patterns, but 
these are at one and the same time 
absolute and relative values, depen- 
dent upon the several planes of dis- 
tance from the observer. For exam- 
ple, the form of a tree near at hand 
may be 3-dimensional, impressing 
the observer with its irregularity, and 
its interior depths, all of which are 
details of minor form, visible only 
near at hand. In succeeding planes 
of distance from the observer the

ing an order blank on which a sec- 
ond choice could be indicated by the 
sender would constitute obtaining 
prior consent. 

A revision of the rule on substitu- 
tions has also been suggested, requir- 
ing a nurseryman who makes a sub- 
stitution to enclose a note with the 
shipment stating that a substitution 
has been made and that the article 
can be returned for a refund if the 
customer so desires. 

The method of incorporating the 
American Standards for Nursery 
Stock in the FTC rules was another 
point which came up for delibera- 
tion. 

Mr. White said it could not be 
told for certain when the rules might 
be expected to go into effect, but 
he believed the mail-order group's 
recommendation to the FTC officials 
would have some weight. On the 
supposition that the rules might be 
effective next fall, it would be neces- 
sary for nurserymen preparing cata- 
logs this spring to have their order 
blanks printed with any changes in 
wording that are decided on. 

There was considerable difference 
of opinion expressed on the matter 
of defining the term “nursery” in 
the rules. John Kelly stated that any 
nurseryman operating his business 
in legitimate fashion should antici- 
pate no trouble under the rules in 
event of minor infractions that 
might be made. However, there are 
certain practices that the rules will 
affect stringently. A motion was 
passed to have the mail-order asso- 
ciation request the A. A. N. to em- 
ploy the services of James Horton 
for one year for consultation pur- 
poses.

Chrysanthemum Rubellum 


It is surprising to one who has 
watched Chrysanthemum rubellum 
since its introduction and admired 
all its good traits to see that it has 
made no more headway among gar- 
deners than it has. Now that hy- 
bridizers have taken the plant firmly 
in hand, it seems to this observer 
that they may breed out many of the 
virtues which made rubellum so 
admirable a garden plant. One 
thing I liked about the plant was its 
erowth habits, with its sturdy stems 
15 or 18 inches high, strong enough 
to carry their burdens of beauty 
lovely pink, single daisies) without 
staking, which is something that can- 
not be said for most modern hybrids. 
Of course, staking does not detract 
from the value of a chrysanthemum 
crown for cut flowers, but it is a nui- 
sance in garden plants, especially 
those used in large numbers like 
chrysanthemums. Judging from the 
new rubellum hybrids which I saw 
in an Ohio nursery last year, the 
trend is not only toward an increase 
in size of flower, but also in length 
of stem, a height of three feet being 
not unusual. I should hate to think, 
for instance, what would happen to 
the 3-foot stems of the coppery- 
bronze Jessie Cooper in a_ heavy 
downpour. However, there is a place 
for many of these modern hybrids in 
our work, if breeders have not intro- 
duced too much tender blood into 
them. The hardiness, as well as the 
sturdy, low growth and August 
flowering, was what we of the north 
liked about type rubellum and _ its 
first named varieties, especially the 
widely useful Clara Curtis. The last- 
named is, in fact, one of my favorite 
chrysanthemums. It is lovely in the 
garden in August and September 
when it is covered with 3-inch, salm- 
on-pink daisies. As a pot plant, also, 
for late winter flowering and for 
cutting at any season it is brought 
into flower, it is truly a remarkable 
plant of great usefulness. 


Valeriana Acutiloba 

A Missouri correspondent, much 
interested in our native flora, asks 
if Valeriana acutiloba is worth 
searching for and growing after it is 
found. A positive answer to this is 
impossible, because what he and I 
might consider worthwhile could fail 
to attract the gardening public. All 


I can do is reproduce in part a 
note that I find in my 1929 garden 
book, after my experience with the 
plant. 

A plant 


came to us from an 


American investigator under label of 


Valeriana montana, but it was ob- 
vious from the moment of arrival 
that it was not that well-known 
European, because it grew to a foot 
in height and produced its rose-col- 
ored flowers in heads. But V. acuti- 
loba is quite a different thing-——a low 


plant, never over six or eight inches 
tall as it grew here (Hortus gives it 
a height of 18 inches), growing in 
leafy tufts, the stem leaves pinnately 
divided, with white flowers (some- 
times rose-tinted, according to An- 
drews) in a sort of corymb from 
early spring until June. It offered no 
cultural problems here. 

In connection with the subject of 
native valerians, our correspondent 
might be interested in V. sitchensis, 
which is not mentioned in Hortus at

type, but much more compact, sel- 
dom growing more than two inches 
high. Its leaves are smaller and set 
closer together on the stems, making 
a compact, leafy plant, more re- 
strained and better in most ways 
than the type. 

S. a. tenuifolium has long, slende 
leaves and a loose, open growth, 
spreading even more rapidly than 
the parent plant. 

S. a. purpureum and the plant 
known to gardeners as S. murale 
are similar in that their leaves retain 
their pretty mahogany color all year. 
They differ, though, in flower color, 
the former having the white flowers 
of the parent, while flowers of 
murale are pink. 

That leaves the smallest and, in 
some ways, the best of the album 
group, generally known as S. balti- 
cum and to botanists as S. a. micran- 
thum chloroticum. It is all-green 
always, with wiry, green stems, 
sparsely set with little green beads 
and the white flowers of album. The 
entire plant, even when in bloom, is 
not over an inch or two inches tall, 
which, together with its sparse leaf- 
age and shallow roots, makes it an 
ideal ground cover for the small, 
hardy bulbs. It is not quite so inva- 
sive as the type, but has the constitu- 
tion to make itself self-sustaining. 

Elodea Canadensis 

A letter received recently 
asking several questions about Elo- 
dea canadensis (ditch moss). Two or 
three of the queries were too techni- 
cal for me (these have been referred 
to an experiencd botanist for an- 
swering directly), but I am glad to 
give the inquirer the results of my 
observations. 

The ditch moss of the United 
States and Canada is a_ peculiar 
plant, often used in aquaria and to 
some extent by the water gardener. 
It is a submerged plant which will 
grow in either slowly moving or still 
water varying in depth from a few 
inches to as many feet. The white, 
pistillate flowers are held there by a 
calyx tube sometimes a foot or more 
long. I remember writing on the 
subject, when I was a young plants- 
man, something in this vein: The in- 
conspicuous, staminate flowers are 
produced under water, but usually 
are detached from the plant and 
come to the surface, where they open 
and fertilize the pistillate flowers. 
That was written on the authority 
of some botanist, long forgotten by 
this writer. Now, after more experi- 
ence with both plants and writing, 
and without having seen one of the 
staminate blooms, I should qualify 
that statement by adding that Hor-

tus states that “staminate flowers are 
not known” and that Robinson and 
Fernald wrote, in Gray’s Manual 
7th edition) that “fertile flowers 
(are) pistillate or apparently per- 
fect,” and that “the staminate flow- 
ers (rarely seen) commonly break off 
and float on the surface . . .” Seeds 
are formed under water, but rise to 
the surface, when the seed vessel 
opens. A surer method of plant mul- 
tiplication for the grower would be 
by means of winter buds. These buds, 
which form in the fall, drop to the 
bottom and take root the following 
spring. 
A Yellow Tree Peony 

I never became greatly interested 
in tree peonies, thinking, without 
thorough investigation, I suppose, 
that they would not be hardy this far 
north. However, two or three years 
ago I saw (and have kept in touch 
with the owner since) some Paeonia 
lutea hybrids growing in a section 
just as cold as or perhaps a little 
colder than northern Michigan. Of 
these lutea hybrids, one called Sur- 
prise was especially lovely in_ its 
yellow and pale salmon color. 

Smilacina 

As wild gardening becomes more 
popular, as it is now doing, plants 
like the native smilacinas will come 
more and more into demand. The 
nurseryman can help toward that de- 
sirable end by making a planting in 
his show grounds. And a good plant 
to commence such a venture would 
be Smilacina racemosa, with its 
graceful, slightly arching stems to 
three feet in length, clothed in long 
leaves, the upper part carrying a 
panicle of creamy-white flowers 
which are followed by showy red 
berries. It grows best in a leafy soil 
in part shade. Another eastern 
American species, S. stellata, is suit- 
able for growing along stream banks 
or in the bog garden. It grows about 
a foot tall, with flowers in a simple 
raceme and dark red berries. A close-

and from Newfoundland and Hud- 
son’s bay to Georgia, where it lights 
up its home with pretty, red-cen- 
tered, vellow, loosestrife flowers from 
June till August. These blooms ap- 
peal in terminal racemes, hence the 
common name, swamp candle. Al- 
though rarely seen in present-day 
vardens, L. terrestris could undoubt- 
edly be sold to gardeners who have 
moist planting spots, if it were dis- 
played. It is easily propagated by 
division in spring. 


Penstemon Notes 


While doing a little research on 
Penstemon barbatus recently for a 
client, I discovered the following 
letter from the late Judge Ben John- 
son, of Salt Lake City, Utah, who 
was one of the early students of the 
genus: “I brought back from Mount 
Dillenbaugh, in northern Arizona, in 
the summer of 1929, a few plants of 
what I thought to be a new species. 
It has turned out to be a luxuriant 
form of P. barbatus. Small plants 
from these seeds will produce 6-foot 
flower stalks. These bloom much 
later than P. torreyi, which they re- 
semble in color and shape of flower.” 
I do not know what became of the 
strain or whether it ever reached 
commercial outlets, though I do 
know that it was not hardy here. I 
remember that I thought at the 
time and still think that the discov- 
ery indicated a state of instability in 
the genus which holds out much 
promise to the plant breeder. When 
Judge Johnson sent me seeds of P. 
secundiflorus in 1930, he wrote that 
they were “from plants obtained in 
Colorado a number of years ago. 
The flowers are now beginning to 
vary in color, and pure white flow- 
ers are a frequent occurrence in my 
garden.” This plant proved to be 
variable here, and seeds from the 
strain were distributed to several 
other investigators, but it seems not 
to have taken hold, perhaps because 
it is rather short-lived in the east. 

These old notes still hold a lesson, 
I believe, if only to point out the vast

Seasonal materials, 
such as bedding plants in the spring, 
should be shown in masses. Any spe- 
cialties should be featured. It is ef- 
fective to arrange the over-all display 
to give an attractive front to the 
place of business. The scene can be 
colorful nearly all year. Put low 
plants in front and build up to the 
tallest at the back. 


Potting benches with soil and 
cans or leaf trash should not be con- 
spicuous. Diseased or dead plants 
should be removed, and ragged, sold- 


out beds avoided; no one wants 
leavings. 
Selling Aids 
In advertising, use pictures and 


give the name, size and variety of 
plants, with at least two good rea- 
sons for buying the plant, and the 
price. Scrapbooks are useful for 
showing pictures of fruits and 
shrubs. Experts advise using 3 to 5 
per cent of gross income for adver- 
tising. Mr. Lambright said he ob- 
tained the best results from news- 
paper advertisements, and experi- 
ence showed most sales resulted 
when a large space was used. He told

features of the advertisement that 
brought good business. 

One of the most important factors 
in selling is to know your plants, not 
only their prices, but their require- 
ments of soil, sun and shade and pest 
controls, their condition and their 
physical characteristics. Study you 
customer, his needs, his hobbies and 
his buying power, if possible. Greet 
him with a smile and, if you are busy, 
make him comfortable until you can 
serve him. Describe all the good 
points of any plant in which he 
shows interest. Use the customer's 
name, be complimentary and assume 
the buyer knows plants. Avoid talk 
of money. If the buyer backs off 
from a plant, show him another. If 
he shows that he wants a plant, wrap 
it up and say no more. Mr. Lam- 
bright showed color lantern slides to 
illustrate the points he made in his 
talk. 

Wage and Hours Law 

A paper, “Federal Minimum 
Wage and Hour Law as Applied to 
Nurservmen,” was read by William 
syrd, field” investigator. United 
States Department of Labor. Mr. 
Byrd stated that the purpose of the 
act is to establish fair labor stand- 
ards for workers in firms engaged in 
interstate commerce. The regula- 
tions set a minimum wage of 75 
cents an hour ($1 an hour after 
March 1, 1956), time and one half 
for overtime and a minimum age re- 
quirement of 16 years for general 
employment, for all workers with 
eoods sold in interstate commerce. 

A nurseryman may be in one of 
three categories—grower, wholesale 
or retailer. An employer seeking 
exemptions should first determine 
which of his employees, if any, come 
under the act. The coverage is based 
on participation in interstate com- 
merce. Any nurseryman shipping to 
or receiving goods from outside the 
state is directly engaged in inter- 
state commerce. Any nurseryman 
selling to someone else who ships out- 
side the state is indirectly in inter- 
state commerce. If, during any week. 
an employee spends a part of the 
week on materials used in interstate 
commerce, that activity puts all his 
work for the week under the act. 

Some exemptions are provided for 
entire establishments and others for 
specific employees. In most instances, 
there is either a bulletin or a regu- 
lation to cover special cases. Such 
instructions can be obtained from 
the United States Department of La- 
bor, wage and hour public contracts 
division, either at Washington 25, 
D. C., or at any of the department's 
regional or field offices. The field

an area of production, as defined by 
the administrator, are exempt from 
minimum wage and overtime provi- 
sions of the act. An area of produc- 
tion is an area in open country not 
including a town of over 2,500 per- 
sons and more than a mile from a 
large town; 95 per cent of the agri- 
cultural commodities handled in an 
area of production must come from 
normal rural areas within 20 miles. 

The agricultural exemptions in- 
clude dairying and all farming, cul- 
tivating and growing of horticultural 
and agricultural commodities. Ex- 
emptions may be lost if an employee 
does some work that is not exempt. 
Practices of processing are not nor- 
mal farm functions, but if performed 
only on products grown on the farm, 
they are exempt. 

Seasonal exemptions from over- 
time provisions of the act cover stor- 
ing and packing of nursery stock for 
not over 14 work weeks per year for 
those who work not more than 56 
hours in a week nor over 12 hours in 
a day. 

Minimum Age 

The provisions regarding employ- 
ment of children require that young 
persons working in interstate com- 
merce be 16 years of age for most 
jobs and 18 or over for such hazard- 
ous occupations as truck driver or 
helper or power hoist operator. Em- 
ployers can protect themselves from 
unintentional violations by requiring 
age certificates of prospective em- 
ployees. The labor department works 
with the public schools in Oklahoma 
on this point. An employer of persons 
under 19 years of age will do well 
to keep a record of such employees, 
showing each person’s name, age, 
address, occupation, pay and hours 
of work. This record should be avail- 
able for inspection by representa- 
tives of the Department of Labor. 

Penalties for violation of the fed- 
eral act can be heavy, up to a $10,- 
000 fine, and for a second offense, 
imprisonment up to six months.

changed, so has landscaping, he said, 
and there is still controversy be- 
tween supporters of the old and the 
new theories. Higher educational 
institutes are now giving more time 
to new ideas in landscaping. 

The architect and the landscape 
man are drawing closer, because the 
former, recognizing the modern 
shift, is using more plants, walks, 
trellises, trees, flowers and grass in 
his plans, realizing that outward 
appearance means as much in the 
over-all picture as the inside of the 
home. 

The trend of planting is toward 
compactness, durability and charac- 
ter in design, and to dwarf plants 
and plants with large leaves.

Soil and 
water conservation practices can take 
up to 25 per cent of the gross in- 
come; financial help in_ irrigation 
work can be obtained from the gov- 
ernment if the practice is an ap- 
proved method. All nurserymen have 
to pay social security taxes if they 
cross $400 or more yearly. A new 
book to help keep the nurseryman 
up to date on all tax problems is now 
available from county agents.

Lighting 

Obviously, you will light your gar- 
den However, lighting 
often is overlooked in the other parts 
of the center, especially in the lath 
house. You will need artificial light 
for dark days and when the store is 
open in the evening. Use plenty of 
light-flood the place with light. It 
is depressing to go into a_ poorly 
lighted store at night. Place the lights 
high so the plants will cast a mini- 
mum amount of shadow on each 
other.

It is a good idea to floodlight the 
front of your garden center. Even 
though you may not remain open in 
the evening, the lighted establish- 
ment will be a good advertisement 
for your business. Floodlighting has 
proved effective protection at night. 
Although the pilfering of plants from 
garden centers is not a serious prob- 
lem, night lighting does discourage 
anyone who may have such inten- 
tions. 

Signs 

Signs to identify your place of 
business deserve your careful con- 
sideration. You want people to know 
where you are and what sort of busi- 
ness you operate. Let us suppose you 
have decided, for the sake of dignity 
and simplicity, to make your busi- 
ness “The Browns.” A sign that car- 
ries only the words “The Browns” 
will be less intelligible than a sign 
with the words “Garden Center” in

‘The first consideration in selecting 
a sign is legibility. The sign must be 
visible not only from as great a dis- 
tance as possible, but it should be 
easy to read. Fancy lettering often 
defeats its own purpose, because it 
is hard to read. For the same reason, 
the number of words is best kept to 
a minimum. A glance at the sign 
should be enough. 

The place for the sign depends 
upon your layout. Bearing in mind 
that visibility is the first considera- 
tion, try to choose a spot that will 
offer this. It may be that the top of 
the garden store will be the right 
place. Usually signs placed at right 
angles to the highway or street can 
be read from a greater distance than 
those parallel to the direction of 


traffic. 
Near and Far Signs 


If your garden center is located a 
considerable distance back from the 
road, your sign may be seen easily 
if it is erected parallel to the road 
on the roof of one of your buildings 
A sign that is parallel to the road on 
a building close to the road cannot 
be read by a motorist until he is 
almost in front of the sign, and then 
it loses its effectiveness. The reader 
does not have time to make up his 
mind to stop before he has gone by. 

Sometimes buildings, trees and 
other physical features interfere with 
the line of vision of the motorist so 
that he cannot see your place of busi- 
ness or your sign until he is nearly 
upon it. In that case, it would be 
better to erect the sign on a standard 
as near the highway or street as reg- 
ulations permit. 

There may be some cases where 
even this will not do the job. You 
might be able to overcome the dif- 
ficulty partially by locating a sign 
down the road away from your place 
of business, informing the passer-by 
that he is approaching your garden 
center. Some motorists who rarely 
take their eyes off the highway are 
more likely to see such signs than 
they are to see larger ones farther 
back from the line of traffic. 

Do not try to save money by using 
homemade signs unless you or some 
of your employees are skilled at sign 
painting. A poorly lettered sign 
makes a bad impression and, con- 
sequently, is a poor investment. A 
neat, simple, dignified sign with 
easily read lettering is the most ef- 
fective.

Radioactivity in Plants 


The morning session ended with 
an unusual talk on atom and plant 
research by C. P. Harley, agricul- 
tural research service, plant industry 
station, U. S. D. A., Beltsville. He 
said atomic energy is touching the 
lives of all; knowledge and applica- 
tion of atomic are becoming 
increasingly important. 
radioactive energy has given tools of 


power 
The use of 


research never possessed before. 

The sun is a gigantic thermo- 
nuclear reactor, and the earth is 
being continually bombarded with its 
cosmic rays, consisting of 
intermittent radioactive particles. If 
one of these particles hits a germ cell 
at the time of mitosis and disturbs a 
gene, a mutation results. This is how 
the evolution of plants and animals 
came about, it is believed. Most of 
these mutations were worthless, but 
every now and then a good one de- 
veloped. 

Now man, using gamma rather 
than cosmic can duplicate na- 
ture; new plants by the thousands 
can be created. Understanding of 
atomic energy has created a new 
science of radiation genetics. It has 
produced a new era in plant breed- 
ing and, Mr. Harley predicted, the 
promise of exciting new fruits, vege-

Cairns, dean of agriculture: Dr. Paul

tension service: Dr. I. C. Haut, direc- 
tor, agricultural experiment station; 
Dr. Ernest N. Cory, state entomolo- 
gist, all of the University of Mary- 
land, and Wilson A. Heaps, president 
of the Maryland farm bureau, with 
which the Maryland Nurserymen’s 
Association is affiliated. 


Patsy Donofrio Honored 


Lunch ended with the 
tion of the association’s professional 
achievement certificate to Patsy 
Donofrio, Carroll Gardens, West- 
minster. C. Willard Stoner, in pre- 
senting the award, recalled that M1 
Donofrio, then 17 years old, came 
to America from Italy in 1920. Be- 
sides being unfamiliar with the lan- 
gauge, he knew only one person in 
the United States, through whom he 
obtained employment in the nursery 
business. Mr. Donofrio started a 
little nursery of his own in 1933 
and from this modest beginning de- 
veloped Carroll Gardens. 


presenta- 


Mr. Donofrio expressed his appre- 
ciation for the esteem in which his 
fellow nurserymen held him. He ad- 
vised younger nurserymen to com- 
bine study, common sense and hard 
work for success in the nursery pro- 
fession. 

William Flemer III, vice-presi- 
dent, Princeton Nurseries, Princeton, 
N. J., opened the afternoon session 
with a talk on good shade trees that 
are little used at this time. As in 
the 20's, he stated, there is another 
big trend to shade tree plantings. 
The more diversified the plantings, 
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the greater the insurance will be 
from losses by insects and diseases. 

Good shade trees should be highly 
resistant to insects and diseases, have 
strong wood, be firm against wind 
and ice, transplant easily, by bare 
root if possible, and be adapted to a 
wide variety of soil conditions. Color- 
ful fall foliage, attractive flowers and 
good fruiting habits are extra en- 
hancements if the foregoing condi- 
tions are met, Mr. Flemer stated. 

Major shade trees around 40 feet 
tall, often overlooked for planting, 
include various forms of the thorn- 
less honey locust, the Japanese pa- 
goda tree, selected male forms of the 
ginkgo, the little-leaved linden, the 
silver linden, the columnar Norway 
maple, selected forms of red maple, 
green ash, cucumber tree and_ the 
zelkova. 

Minor shade trees, 20 to 25 feet 
tall at maturity and useful as filler 
trees for growing under utility lines 
or on crowded, narrow streets, in- 
clude the Amur cork, the Washing- 
ton thorn, the panicled golden-rain 
tree, the silver-bell tree, the Hopa 
crab, the fragrant snowbell, the 
Yoshino and Kwanzan cherries and 
the Amur and paperbark maples. 


Minor Trees 


Good minor shade trees, Mr. 
Flemer stated, should grow rapidly 
at first and slow down at maturity, 
live to relatively old age without de- 
terioration, have showy flower and 
foliage effects and should not be 
problem trees from a maintenance 
standpoint. 

Good shade trees are one of the 
most important aspects of the 
American way of life. It is a nursery- 
man’s duty, Mr. Flemer concluded, 
to counsel local communities wisely 
on the proper planting of the proper 
trees. 

Community Planning 


Malcolm H. Dill, Baltimore coun- 
ty planning board, Towson, Md.., 
ended the formal session of the after- 
noon program with an explanation 
of the purpose, problems and bene- 
fits of wise community planning. 

The meeting ended with discus- 
sions of changes in the association’s 
code of ethics, the adoption of a seal 
of approval, the use of the Maryland 
Gardener magazine for disseminat- 
ing accurate information on _horti- 
cultural subjects and the solicitation 
of new members to the American 
Association of Nurserymen.

the same industry all the time. But 
though this country can stand it, it 
dare not let such happen because of 
what the Russians might do with 
such a condition to propagandize. 
So salesmen are the peacetime sol- 
diers of America; on their 
depends the prosperity of everyone 
who works anywhere at anytime.

A 20-minute color movie on 
“Dutch Elm Disease and How to 
Control It” was shown through the 
courtesy of the Standard Oil Co., 
and E. F. Herrbach, entomologist 
with that firm, spoke about this most 
serious and most publicized arbori- 
culture problem in the midwest. 

The life cycle and symptoms of 
the disease and their detection were 
shown, as were methods of sanitation 
and control. Sanitation, through 
pruning of dead wood and removal 
of diseased trees, is the primary 
method of control, but is comple- 
mented by spraying elm trees with 
high-dosage DDT emulsions to pre- 
vent bark beetles, the vectors or car- 
ries of the disease, from feeding on 
trees. Both are expensive programs, 
but are cheap, said Mr. Herrbach, 
compared to the cost of removing 
trees dead from the disease. Through 
these control methods, loss of the elm 
population can be kept at 1 per 
cent, which is no more than the 
normal loss from storms and other 
accidents. 

The Moline elm is just as suscep- 
tible as other American elm species, 
but though the species is highly 


susceptible, its planting should not 
be ceased altogether. The Augustine 
elm is reported to be resistant to 
Dutch elm disease. 

Most communities in northern 
Illinois have started, or soon will 
start, control programs. The disease 
is found in 70 of the 100 counties. 
The situation is becoming as bad in 
Michigan, and Mr. Herrbach said 
that in five more vears the disease 
would be found throughout the 
southern part of that state. Probably 
it will not be long until it is found 
there are American elms. 
There has been a tremendous in- 
crease of bark beetles even where 
there is not yet any sign of the dis- 
ease, and trees weakened by drought 
are in a more susceptible condition. 
In some areas the trees have died 
from ravages of the beetles, though 
there is no sign of disease.

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Pruning, Training 
Eriecaceous Plants 
By Harvey Gray 


Ericaceae plant culture can _ be 
and often is a subject of misunder- 
standing and confusion. These plants 
are unique in many respects, such as 
their soil requirements and the vari- 
ous patterns of top growth. Because 
of the exacting requirements of these 
plants, careful study and specializa- 
tion are mandatory. I shall consider 
here the subject as it applies to nurs- 
ery production, whether the plants 
be grown from seeds, cuttings, lav- 
ers or grafts. 

In order better to understand the 
cultural requirements and the train- 
ing of the ericoids, let us examine 
the plants in their natural habitat. 
Special emphasis should be put on 
the environmental factors or condi- 
tions in the wild. Most ericoids are 
found with their roots inhabiting the 
leaf mold stratum that lies on a min- 
eral base consisting of various sizes 
of sand and gravel. Under such con- 
ditions, the surface and substratum 
possess high acidity, with the pH 
below 5.0. The surface stratum has 
a high water-holding capacity, well 
above 100 per cent, while the sub- 
stratum accelerates drainage. 

Most ericoids thrive in full sun- 
light. Too often these plants are re- 
ferred to as shade-loving plants. Na- 
ture proves this idea to be false. 
Such a reference should be stated as 
shade tolerant rather than shade 
loving. In the wild, seedlings thrive 
under the benefit of shade for one 
to two years. After such a time the 
plants are either suppressed or 
stretched into poor specimens

In the natural environment the 
temperature remains cool through 
the growing season. At high eleva- 
tions such conditions prevail, while 
at low elevations favorable tempera- 
tures are to be found in heavy shade. 
but at the expense of strong light. 

Humidity, another environmenta! 
factor, plays an important part in 
ericoid plant development. This is 
best exhibited in limited areas about 
the base of a waterfall where a mist 
prevails during the entire growing 
season. Under such humid condi- 
tions, provided the other environ- 
mental factors are favorable, ericoids 
thrive to perfection. 

The fertility, or plant nutrient 
factor should also receive attention 
as it exists in the natural environ- 
ment.

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ciety one finds low levels of nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potassium. There is 
a natural balance between the re- 
lease of these elements from the de- 
composing acid organic matter layer 
and the plant intake of these ele- 
ments. Soluble iron and aluminum 
exist at high levels under the exist- 
ing low pH levels. 


Cultural Conclusions 


The following conclusion on cul- 
tural treatments may be _ reached, 
based upon the conditions existent 
in the ericoid’s natural habitat. 

1. The soil should be at least 50 
per cent organic, with a pH of 5.0 
or somewhat lower. The cost of 
organic matter dictates the kind to 
use. Acid leaf mold, humus or peat 
will produce comparable results. The 
mineral fraction of soil should be no 
heavier than a medium loam. 

2. Seedlings up to three years and 
cuttings, grafts and layers for the 
first year should receive migrating 
shade, such as created with a lath 
house structure. The lath should run 
north and south, six to eight feet 
above ground surface. 

3. The lath house area should be 
equipped with an irrigation system 
fitted with high-pressure, low-vol- 
ume nozzles. The spacing of nozzles 
and the duration of operation should 
be uniform over the entire area and 
should be run for the major part of 
the day during active growing 
periods. 

t. Beds prepared under the lath 
house structure should receive an or- 
ganic fertilizer, such as one of the 
seed meals or animal tankages, at 
the rate of five pounds per 100 
square feet of bed area. This type 
of fertilizer is best applied in April. 

Pocket Planting 

5. Field-grown liners should be 
planted in soil possessing at least 50 
per cent or more acid organic ma- 
terial. Economics prevent over-all 
application of this quantity of mate- 
rial. Commercial operations have 
proved pocket planting to be profit- 
able. These pockets are prepared by 
making a hole 12 inches in diameter 
and 8 inches deep. At least half the 
hole should be filled with a fibrous 
peat and the balance with field soil. 
To the peat and soil an ounce of 
organic nitrogen fertilizer should be 
added and all three mixed before 
planting. 

6. All areas should be mulched 
with a coarse mulching material, 
such as wood chips or oak leaves. 
Sawdust and peat retain too much 
water and can cause trouble when 
used as a mulch in ericoid plant 
nursery culture.

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sess a high water content at all times 
from May | to August 1. This is only 
possible through irrigation. 

When the foregoing features are 
put to practice, juvenility is retained 
by the plant for a long period of 
time. Ericoid plant juvenility con- 
tinues to exist in direct proportion 
or relation to the environment and 
is based upon the age of the plant 
plus favorable pH, favorable 
organic matter content, favorable 
soil water content and soil nitrogen 
content. Ericoids possessing juvenil- 
itv grow longer stems over a longet 
period of time and delay flower bud 
formation. 

The foregoing matter 
should be understood and put into 
practice if wishes properly to 
train the top growth of ericaceous 


plants.

Training Procedures

An examination of the top growth 
of ericoids three groupings 
can be made, upon patterns 
of growth. These patterns are titled, 
for the sake of a name, terminal. 
basal and intermediate. Terminal 
growers make the major part of their 
srowth, if not all growths, from the 
terminal bud or from axillary buds 
immediately below the terminal bud. 
Terminal ericoids may be divided 
into subgroupings as continuous, 
semicontinuous and spurt growers.

Continuous terminal growers are 
restricted to azaleas, both the semi- 
evergreen and the deciduous forms. 
However, both cannot be handled in 
the same manner for worth-while re- 
sults, if one is going to train or direct 
top growth. At this point one must 
bring juvenility in focus. As long as 
the semi-evergreen, continuous ter- 
minal growing azaleas are in juvenil- 
ity and active growing conditions 
prevail, one can productively train 
the top growth. 

These plants, like most nursery 
products, must have compactness o1 
density to be acceptable in the trade. 
To bring about compactness in this 
group of plants, one merely pinches 
the terminals when in soft growth. 
With the removal of the terminal, 
growths promptly develop from the 
axillary buds just below the point of 
pinch. These buds will never develop 
or grow into shoots unless they are 
made terminal by the removal of the 
active terminal vegetative point or 
bud. This pinching may be done as 
many as four times in a growing 
season. The number of times this 
pinching may be done and _ the 
amount of branching which deve lops 
are in keeping with the juvenility of 
the plant and the control of the en- 
vironment.

Deciduous Azaleas 


The deciduous azaleas. although 
their pattern of growth is similar to 
the semi-evergreen, differ in thei 
axillary bud formation. The semi- 
evergreen shoot of the previous sea- 
son may be cut back anywhere along 
its entire length at the start of the 
current and the existing 
axillary buds in the region just below 
the cut will activate themselves into 
growth. However. with the decidu- 
ous azaleas, wood of the previous 
season, when cut back into the region 
anywhere other than just below the 
tip, will not activate growths from 
latent axillary buds. 

When this type of grower is in an 
active state of juvenility, long whip- 
like shoots develop rapidly when 
growth starts in spring. Such growth 
does not make for compactness ot 
density of plant. To bring compact- 
ness into the plant, the active tip of 
the rapidly extending shoots should 
be nipped out to encourage strong 
axillary bud development. These 
strong axillary buds will break into 
growth within a short period of time 
after the pinching has been done, 
provided the whole plant is in an 
active state of growth. One on pos- 
sibly two such pinches are all that 
can be made in one growing season 


season, 


to accomplish the objective—com- 
pactness. 

The next group of plants, exem- 
plified by Rhododendron carolini- 
anum, and Pieris floribunda. are the 
semicontinuous terminal growers 
Such ericoids, in active juvenility. 
start growth about the latter part of 
May and continue for a period of 
about six weeks. Then the terminal 
growth stops. Two weeks later, o1 
about mid-July, growth starts again 
from the terminal bud. Under this 
pattern of growth the plants become 
stretched, or leggy. 

These plants can be directed to 
make a dense form. Four weeks 
after the initial spring growth starts 
the terminal growths may be pinched 
back, only the softest of the termi- 
nals being removed. When this is 
practiced, a few to several of the 
lateral buds just below the point of 
pinching will activate into growth. 
This early summer pinching pro- 
duces a well-branched plant without 
the loss of any growth. 


Spurt Growers 


The spurt growers constitute the 
third subdivision of the terminal- 
growing ericoids. Pieris japonica and 
many of the large, evergreen-leaved

forms of rhododendron, such as 
Rhododendron catawbiense and its 
numerous hybrid clones, fall into 
this classification. These plants are 
reluctant to make growth from any 
bud other than the one strong ter- 
minal bud. Young plants of this 
group are best handled in the fol- 
lowing manner. In spring, before 
growth starts, all terminals should 
be inspected. A strong terminal 
growth, formed the previous season, 
should have the large terminal bud 
removed. A weak terminal growth, 
the weakened condition caused by 
late summer development, should be 
cut back to its point of origin. Now, 
in either case, several strong growths 
will develop from the upper axillary 


buds. These growths originating 
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from the upper axillary buds become 
fully extended and mature in size in 
about four weeks. 

Two weeks later, from the termi- 
nal growth point, the plant makes a 
second spurt of growth. This second 
spurt develops to its mature size in 
the same length of time as did the 
frst growth. A third growth will in- 
itiate itself and develop in the same 
manner and same time interval as 
did the second spurt. 

The removal of the terminal bud 
in the tip of the primary growth just 
before the secondary growth starts 
will induce the secondaries to devel- 
op out of the terminal axillary buds. 
There are fewer secondary growths 
formed than primaries, 

The removal of the terminal buds 
on the secondaries, to promote a 
creater number of tertiaries, is of 
little value with rhododendrons. 
These growths are quite weak and 
should be removed the following 
spring before growth starts. As a 
general rule, Pieris japonica makes 
one to two more spurts of growth 
during a growing season than the 
spurt-growing rhododendrons. 


Basal Growers 


Leucothoe catesbaei and Leu- 
cothoe axillaris fall under the basal- 
srower Classification. Basal growers 
possess the ability to produce strong 
vigorous growths from the base of 
the plant, as the term indicates. 
Such plants make poor terminal de- 
velopment. Pinching or cutting back 
any growths on this group of plants 
stimulates little compactness of 
erowth. However, a light shearing 
early in July will encourage some 
branching on the shoots developed 
the current season. Cultural treat- 
ments as they affect the environment 
are most important for the maximum 
development of 
venility encourages numerous basal 
growths, while maturity or sup- 
pressed growth tend to retard basal 


basal shoots. Ju- 


development. 

Intermediate growers, like Vac- 
cinium corymbosum, make the ma- 
jor part of their growth as terminal 
growers. However, unlike the termi- 
nal growers, which never naturally 
produce a basal shoot, the interme- 
diate growers produce basal growths 
from time to time. Here again juve- 
nility shows its influence, for the 
active, vigorous plant develops more 
basal action, resulting in more com- 
pact plants. Intermediate growers 
may be cut back into any age wood 
in the spring of the year, and vigor- 
ous shoots will develop from existing 
latent buds.

FORESTER HONORED

GROUND COVERS 
English Ivy 

What makes the best ground cover 
for the Pittsburgh, Pa., district is a 
question that cannot always be an- 
swered long distance. At Pittsburgh 
in the past 10 or more years I have 
used only one ground cover, Hedera 
helix, English ivy. I obtain my plants 
from northern Ohio; the cuttings 
are taken from a planting near Lake 
Erie. I use plants out of 2 or 244- 
inch pots and plant these from May 
1 to August 1. The earlier they are 
planted the better, since they should 
become established. This ground cov- 
er is fine for shady level as well as 
slope areas. I should not think of 
planting this ivy on a sunny west 
slope, where it would be subject to 
the prevailing cold west winds of 
winter. 

English ivy, as most nurserymen 
know, can withstand considerable 
dryness. It will take quite a beating 
if temperatures go to 15 to 20 de- 
srees below zero. However, I find 
that in very cold years one must be 
patient and not give up everything 
for lost, as the roots often survive. 
If I had large areas to cover at a 
limited expense I should be prone to 
use rooted cuttings of English ivy 
and plant them in May in a soil in 
which I had mixed liberal quanti- 
ties of peat moss with sand if the 
soil is heavy. Plants should be set 12 
to 15 inches apart for close plant- 
ing: 18 to 20 inches for normal 
planting. Be sure to add some good 
plant food to the soil before setting 
the plants. A mulch of peat moss to 
an English ivy planting will hasten 
rooting of the runners. 

Pachysandra 

Pachysandra terminalis, a member 
of the boxwood family, is no doubt 
my second choice as a ground cover, 
though it occasionally is attacked by 
scale. Since one must plant pachy- 
sandra fairly close, the initial cost is 
higher. The leaves in shade are a 
dark green, whereas in the sun they 
are yellowish green. I always plant 
this subject bare root in the spring. 
It is hardy in the mountains outside 
Johnstown, Pa. I know pachysandra 
will always be used; it is a great fa- 
vorite at Philadelphia.

ABSTRACTS 
OF RECENT RESEARCH 





PEAR DISEASE 

Control of blossom blight and 
twig dieback of pears by fall appli- 
cations of boron sprays has been 
reported by Folke Johnson and three 
coworkers at Washington state agri- 
cultural experiment stations. Results 
of their experiments were published 
in Phytopathology, Volume 45 
No. 2. 

The disease has been observed on 
pear trees in southwestern Washing- 
ton for 25 years or more. The most 
noticeable symptom appears when 
the blossoms begin to shrivel and die. 
Such blossoms may or may not fall 
off. The distal tip of the current 
season’s growth abscises; the remain- 
ing portion becomes enlarged, and 
two or more laterals develop, result- 
ing in a short, compact, stubby 
growth. Leaf development is retard- 
ed; in severe cases the young leaves 
fall and an entire branch dies back. 
Twigs that have not been killed sub- 
sequently develop leaves and by mid- 
summer look normal; thus it is some- 
times difficult to diagnose accurately

Leaves on affected twigs or branches 
are pale green, narrow and cupped, 
sometimes having marginal scorch. 
These symptoms are generally more 
acute in the top than in the lower 
parts of the tree. On the trunks and 
scaffold branches appear numerous, 
sunken cankers with a hard surface, 
which, however, do not penetrate to 
the cambium. 


Seldom do all trees in an orchard 
or all parts of a tree become affected. 
The severity of the disease in the 
same tree may vary from one season 
to the next. The Bartlett and Anjou 
varieties are equally affected; symp- 
toms have been observed in Bosc 
also.

were most apparent in early spring. 
In the orchards studied, it was 
shown that about one pound of 
boron (equivalent to five pounds of 
Polybor as used in the experiments 
to the acre, applied as a spray, was 
sufficient to give complete control. 
Thus for about 50 cents in cost of 
material on an acre basis, an orchard 
can be brought into production the 
season after one with an onset of 
blossom blast and twig dieback. D. 


AZALEA SPRAY 


Malathion is the best and safest 
material for spraying azaleas to con- 
trol lacebug, red spider, white fly 
and leaf miner. This is the recom- 
mendation of E. N. Cory and H. A. 
Highland in extension bulletin 154 
of the University of Maryland. 

The bulletin briefly describes the 
habits and work of the azalea lace- 
bug, red spider, a false spider mite, 
azalea leaf roller, two scale insects, a 
mealybug, the black vine weevil and 
a stem borer. 

The authors recommend spraying 
before bloom with malathion emulsi- 
fiable concentrate, one and one-half 
to two pints to 100 gallons of water. 
The same spray should be repeated 
immediately after blooming. DDT, 
3 tablespoons of 25 per cent emulsion 
to one gallon of water, is recommend- 
ed about July 5 and again the first 
week in August. The two soft scales 
are controlled with 2 per cent sum- 
mer oil spray applied during the last 
half of July. A formulation contain- 
ing malathion and methoxychlor has 
been satisfactory for azalea pests, 
particularly the mealybugs. Poison 
baits are recommended for the adult 
black vine weevil, while aldrin, chlor- 
dane and lindane show promise as 
soil treatments for the larval stage.

SYCAMORE ANTHRACNOSE 


Results of fungicide tests in 1954 
for the control of sycamore anthrac- 
nose were reported by I. R. Schnei- 
der and R. J. Campana, of the IIli- 
nois Natural History Survey, in 
Plant Disease Reporter, volume 39, 
number 1. 

In a test at Champaign, nine 
preparations were tested for effec- 
tiveness in the control of the disease. 
Each preparation was tested on 10 
15 to 20-foot sycamores. The mate- 
rials were applied with hydraulic 
equipment at three stages of tree 
growth — delayed dormant stage, 
broken bud stage and young leaf 
stage. The materials in order of 
effectiveness were Vancide 51 plus

For the second year, the forestry 
department of Purdue University 
conducted a marketing survey on 
the preferences of Indiana Christmas 
tree buyers. The survey showed that 
of 1,000,000 trees sold at retail in 
the past two seasons, 48 per cent 
were Canadian balsam, 24 per cent 
Scotch pine, 12 per cent Douglas fir 
and 5 per cent Norway pine. Twelve 

or cent of the trees sold were grown 
in Indiana. The number of locally 
grown trees used in 1955 increased 
by approximately 10 per cent over 
the previous year’s figure. 

Reporting on a comprehensive 
2-year study of the factors respon- 
sible for the yellowing of some 
strains and trees of Scotch, Norway 
and Banks pine, Prof. Dan DenUy! 
outlined tests and checks on blocks 
of trees fertilized with nitrogen, 
potash, magnesium, manganese, iron 
and chelated iron. Both Virginia 
and short-leaved pines were included 
in the test work, and in the period 
of April 1 to October 15 all were a 
good green. All trees were compared 
frequently with a standard color 
chart, and, although in many cases. 
the yellow seemed most noticeable 
in the needle tips, Professor DenUyl 
concluded that none of the treat- 
ments had any measurable effect on 
the color of the trees. 

To preserve the vivid green o1 
bluish-green color of the trees so 
much desired by buyers, Professor 
DenUyl recommended cutting trees 
in early November, before the oc- 
currence of many nights with a tem- 
perature of 30 degrees Fahrenheit. 
storing the trees in shade or cover- 
ing the piles with the brownest trees 
and keeping them in good condition 
by frequent watering. 


Question Period 


January 7, a panel composed of 
S. E. Bowman, H. Clashman, F. T. 
Miller, Herbert Fuller, G. F. War- 
ren and State Forester Ralph Wil- 
cox answered questions presented by 
the Christmas tree growers. 

Trumpet vines, reported as one of 
the most obstinate vines to eradicate 
from the Christmas tree plantation, 
were said to respond to a basal treat- 
ment with a mixture of one part 
2,4,5-T to 25 parts fuel oil. For brush 
or plants in leaf, water dilutions are 
effective; for plants and brush with- 
out leaves, fuel oil dilution is best.

GROUND MOLES 


Because ground moles are attract- 
ed to lawns and turf in which grubs 
abound, control of the erubs cuts 
down the food supply and may well 
induce the moles to leave for lawns 
where there are more grubs. Either 
chlordane or DDT may be used to 
control grubs. These materials also 
reduce the earthworm population, 
but this is not serious when the in- 


secticides are used as directed for 
crub control. 

Chlordane may be applied to 
erub-infested turf as a 5 per cent 


dust at the rate of 200 pounds to 
the acre, or five pounds to 1,000 
square feet. It may also be used asa 
50 per cent wettable powder at the 
rate of 20 pounds in 1,000 gallons 
of water to the acre or one-half 
pound in 25 gallons of water to 1,000 
square feet. In the 48 per cent emul- 
sion form, the equivalent acre appli- 
cation in the 1,000 gallons of water is 
two and one-half gallons. For 1,000 
square feet, use one-half pint of 
emulsion in 25 gallons. 

A 10 per cent DDT dust used at 
the rate of 250 pounds to the acre, 
six pounds to 1,000 square feet of 
infested lawn, will control grubs. A 
50 per cent wettable powder may 
also be used at the rate of 50 pounds 
in 1,000 gallons of water to the acre 
or one and one-fifth pounds in 25 
gallons of water to 1,000 square feet 

Granular formulations of the in- 
secticides may be substituted for the 
dusts if preferred. 

When moles persist in reduced 
numbers after control of grubs with 
insecticides, the harpoon-type trap is 
a commonly used and _ effective 
device. 

More detailed information on con- 
trol of ground moles in lawns 1s 
given in circular 195, “Ground Moles 
and Their Control,” available on re- 
quest from the Connecticut agricul- 
tural experiment station, Box 1106, 
New Haven.

Some Profit 
Pointers From 
An Economist 


Speaking as an agricultural econo. 
mist, I take off my hat to you in the 
nursery industry. You must work 
with many varieties of plants com. 
pared to the few which a general 
farmer Your crop takes 
longet and when it is ready 
you have no price supports to guar- 
antee your income. You may have 
to go out and create your Own mar- 
ket. 

You must finance your business 
without the cooperation of most 
bankers. Bankers say that your suc- 
cess depends upon a demand for 
landscaping, which is hard hit in 
times of depression; that your oper- 
ating expenses are relatively high, so 
that one or two bad years may wipe 
out your capital, and that a nursery 
and greenhouse in distress have lim- 
ited possibilities of resale. Conse- 
quently, they do not favor loans for 
refinancing debts or making capital 
expenditures. You may be wonder- 
ing what kind of nursery loan a 
banker would like. The probable an 
swer is a loan limited to operating 
expenses secured by a good net worth 
statement and detailed operating 
statements which indicate profitable 
operation over a period of years. 

I should like to emphasize the 
helpfulness of income and expense 
or operating statements, whether or 
not you need to borrow money. That 
you should know your operating 
costs in considerable detail is about 
the most important suggestion I can 
make. I speak from the personal ex- 
perience of having failed to know my 
costs in a general mercantile busi- 
The hiring of a good account- 
ant—at the insistence of my banker, 
incidentally—was the pivot on which 
my management of the business 
turned from impending failure to a 
real financial My trouble 
had been selling below cost, a natu- 
ral result of not knowing what my 
costs were.

per cent they use a markup far ex. 
ceeding 25 per cent on fancy and 
luxury items. In like manner Staple 
nursery stock, such as liners oy 
ligustrum, should carry a much low. 
er markup than _ hard-to-grow or 
perfectly formed ornamentals. My 
guess is that an average markup of 
50 per cent would be necessary in a 
retail nursery business. 


Speaking as a consumer, I prefer 
buving in containers, for I can do 
my planting and stretch my spending 
for ornamentals over a much longer 
time of the year. By using contain- 
ers, murserymen apparently can 
lengthen their selling season and 
make more efficient use of their labor 
and, by selling younger stock, reduce 
their capital investment. 


Changes in the selling of nursery 
stock are outstanding. Food chains 
and variety stores now sell nursery 
stock as a side line. You may have 
visited the immense supermarkets 
devoted entirely to nursery stock at 
Atlanta, Ga., and Charlotte, N. C 
If I interpret Truman  Fossum’s 
study of sales correctly, nurserv, bulb 
and flower stock with a wholesale 
value of 300 million dollars sold at 
retail in 1950 for one billion dollars 
But scarcely one fourth of ornamen- 
tal horticultural crops moved at re- 
tail value from the grower to the 
consumer. This seems to challeng 
nurserymen to develop retail outlets 
near them. 


Increase Retail Sales 


Several methods may be suggested 
for increasing your retail sales. If 
your nursery is fairly close to town 
or on a good highway with plenty of 
convenient parking space, a well-or- 
ganized display area will attract 
many new customers. Here, orna- 
mentals and other stock should be 
balled or put in containers with 
name and price plainly marked. 


Issues of the American Nursery- 
man have described attractive gar- 
den shops. Such outlets should carry 
a more complete stock of seeds. 
plants, fertilizers and garden tools 
than can be found in town stores 
stocking nursery products. A work- 
room in connection with the garden 
shop or your open display area 
would help retail salesmen to keep 
busy when trade is slack. Salesmen 
would win customers by being abl 
to give advice and extra service 
which customers would not get at a 
supermarket or variety store. 

If plants are conveniently placed 
and plainly priced, customers will 
browse through them and buy many 
items they did not come to buy and 
would not have asked for. Some ad- 
vertising, especially in the spring,

tions on shrubs and flower culture 
for a 5-minute period daily or week- 
ly. Your wife or friends could 
that plenty of questions were mailed 
in. Speaking on special topics to the 
local garden club is always in order. 
A mailing list should be profitable 
when you have something especially 
interesting to offer. 

Willis Duruz, in his “Principles of 
Nursery Management,” mentions a 
brush pile for burning surplus stock 
rather than reducing prices. On the 
other hand, a specially low price 
and the reason for it may be ex- 
plained—may bring in customers 
who will buy something else. Another 
help would be to contact the owner 
of each new or unlandscaped prop- 
erty. A half hour spent on his prop- 
erty with free advice on landscaping 
could easily lead to large orders. 
Extending credit is another possi- 
bility, but a risky one, since many 
owners have little or no equity in 
their property. Unwise credit exten- 
sion is the principal cause of mer- 
cantile failures. 

I should like to close on an opti- 
mistic note. Sales of nursery products 
in North Carolina increased 347 per 
cent between 1946 and 1950, and, in 
the past four years, sales have prob-
